MINUTES  OF  THE  TWENTIETH  SESSION  OF  THE 
RHODESIA  CONFERENCE 

First  Day,  Sunday  May  4,   1958 

The  Twentieth  Session  of  the  Rhodesia  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  preceeded  by  two  days  of  Committee 
Meetings,  conveneil  on  Sunday,  May  4,  195J5,  at  7.30  p.m.  at 
Old  Unitah,  Soutliern  Kh(Kh>sia.  The  ('onference  Communion 
Service  was  conducted  hy  the  Presidinjj;  Bisliop  Halph  E. 
Dodge,  in  Eiines  Memorial  Cliurch,  Old  Umtali.  He  was 
assisted  by  several  Elders.  The  Umtali  Christian  Centre  male 
quartette  sang  "The  Light  on  the  Cross". 

Second  Day,  Monday  May  5,  1958 

Devotions:  The  morning  devotions  at  8.  30  were  conducted 
by  Bishop  Ralph  E.  Dodge.  The  singing  of  the  hymn  No.  20 
"Baba  Muri  Rudo  Munotida  Tese"  was  followed  by  a  prayer 
by  Philip  Chieza.  The  text  was  taken  from  Mark  12,  verses 
28-3  L  Majstina  and  Lennert  Blomquist  sang  the  duet  "Stay 
Still".

WORSHIP    AND    MUSIC 
We   Recommend 

1.  That  the  contributions  for  the  children's  song  book 
now  be  given  to  the  Publication  Committee  for  their 
approval. 

2.  That  there  be  a  music  institute  established  as  a  part  of 
each  of  the  District  teachers  meetings  and  that  a  music 
advisor  be  appointed  in  each  district  to  be  director  of 
these  institutes. 

3.  riuit  the  numbers  of  the  Hymns  to  be  used  in  any 
worship  Service  be  given  to  the  choir  director  some  time 
during  the  week  before  the  Services,  so  tlial  the  choir  may 
have  time  to  practise  the  hymns  and  so  improve 
singing  in  our  Churches. 

4.  We  are  serious  in  our  desire  to  improve  singing  in  our 
Churches  and  we  feel  keenly  the  need  for  our  ii>niiis 
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in  solfa.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Commission  on  Worship  and  Music  to  continue  the 
work  begun  by  Mrs.  Murphree,  in  preparing  tonic  solfa 
copies  of  the  hymns  in  our  Ngonia. 

COMinUNITY     LIFE     AND     HOME 

1.  Since  Chitimbe  lends  itself  nicely  to  a  training  program 
it  is  thought  that  it  could  be  used  as  a  training  centre  in 
hand-craft  for  widows.  The  course  would  be  short, 
probably  six  months.  It  will  include  in  the  teaching, 
the  study  of  the  scriptures,  sewing,  knitting,  crocheting, 
cooking,  hygiene,  care  of  babies  and  whatever  helps  or 
builds  Christian  teaching  in  the  homes  and  communities 
to  which  the  widow  returns.  The  Women's  Club  could 
be  used  for  this  purpose.  Sister  Jones  will  go  into 
the  question  of  staffing  and  the  whole  set-up  of  the 
centre  and  will  report  back  to  next  session  of  Conference, 

2.  There  are  so  many  of  our  people  who  qualify  as  voters 
but  they  have  not  taken  the  trouble  to  register.  We 
appeal  to,  and  recommend  that,  our  ministers,  teachers, 
and  all  our  Christians  who  are  able  to  qualify  to  register 
as  voters  do  so. 

3.  We  ask  the  District  Superintendent  of  Umtaii-Zimunya 
District  to  convey  to  the  '"co-ordinating  Council"  in 
Umtali  that  we  would  appreciate  it  if  they  would  show 
some  initiative  in  promoting  co-operation  between  the 
two  Methodist  Churches  in  Umtali.  We  would  like  the 
co-ordinating  Council  to  bring  a  report  to  the  next 
Conference. 

4.  We  recommend  that 

(a)  More  talks  be  given  to  M.Y.F.  members  regarding 
proper  relationships  between  boys  and  girls. 

(b)  Material   be  prepared  as   the  basis  of  instruction 
concerning  sex. 

(c)  The  service  team  also   helps  to   teach  sex  life  as 
they  go  round. 

(d)  Boarding  masters  should  be  married  men. 

(e)  Lectures  be    given   by  elderly   men  in   schools  on 
good  behaviour. 

(f)  Talks    be    given    by    Principals     to    students    on 
general  behaviour.

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DEACONESS 

We  have  one  woman,  Mai  Mhlanga,  to  present  to  the  Conf- 
erence to  be  commissioned.  She  has  already  been  appointed 
to  Women's  work  at  Mrewa  and  she  is  also  the  Matron  for  the 
Girls'  Dormitory. 

We  would  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  members  of 
our  Conference  and  the  Rukwadzano  in  suggesting  possible 
candidates  to  the  Deaconess  Board. 

EDUCATION 

Religious  Education 

1.  Syllabus  for  Scriptures  in  Std.  4,  5  and  6.  It  is  moved  that 
the  Bible  Scheme  as  developed  by  the  Government  be  adop- 
ted as  our  Syllabus  of  Bible  instruction  in  Stds.  4, 5  and  6, 
and  that  Miss  M.  Ball  help  in  securing  maps  and  pictures 
for  Bible  study  in  our  schools. 

2.  That  the  M.  Y.  F.  suggestion  regarding  revision  of  article 
XII  of  their  constitution  be  accepted.  Last  years  article 
XII  of  the  M.  Y.  F.  Constitution  was  not  approved.  The 
following  is  a  revision: 

Article  XII  Finance:  The  annual  dues  for  the  stations 
which  have  Std.  Ill  and  below  will  be  5/-,  stations  with 
upper  Primary  Schools  will  give  10/-  and  schools  with  Post 
Primary  Schools  as  well  as  M.Y. F.  groups  in  urban  areas 
will  give  15/-  d.  This  money  to  be  sent  to  the  Conference 
M.Y.F.  Treasurer  who  will  bank  it. 

Conference  M.Y.F.  Treasurer  to  submit  a  report  at  each 
annual  M.Y.F.  Conference.  The  money  is  to  be  used  for 
the  printing  and  mailing  of  programme  materials,  sending 
Conference  Officers  to  the  Annual  M.Y.  F.  Conference 
and  the  Conference  M.  Y.  F.  President  and  Secretary  to 
the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  for 
fostering  M.  Y.  F.  activities. 

3.  We  recognise   that  some  Churches  have  developed  their 
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Sunday  Schools  well  and  wish  to  encourage  others  to  deve- 
lop theirs.  We  wish  to  emphasize  again  the  awarding  of 
prizes  as  recommended  in  1956. 

4.  That  it  be  emphasized  that  the  use  of  tobacco  is  not  help- 
ful to  the  body  and  the  purchase  of  such  not  a  constructive 
use  ol  our  money  as  God's  Stewards. 

5.  We  recognise  the  need  for  a  Conference  Religious 
Education  Worker  and  look  forward  to  the  time  when  one 
with  sufficient  qualifications  will  be  able  to  take  up 
further  training  and  eventually  the  work. 

6.  That  Religious  Education  Workers  try  to  conduct  local  in- 
stitutes to  help  Sunday  School  teachers,  and  that  they  try  to 
get  reliable  Teachers. 

7.  That  September  28  be  Sunday  School  Day  in  the  Church 
Calendar  followed  by  Christian  Education  week. 

8.  We  look  forward  to  using  the  Sunday  School  material  from 
the  African  Sunday  School  curriculum  for  1959.  We  re- 
commend people  be  appointed  to  prepare  one  school  term 
of  Sunday  School  lessons  for  1959  in  case  the  lessons  are 
not  ready  by  January  1,  if  our  Church  is  allowed  to  choose. 

9.  That  Mai  Mhlanga  be  the  chosen  delegate  to  the  S.R.CC. 
in  Japan  and  Mai  Zimonte  as  alternate. 

10.  We  wish  to  encourage  the  M.Y.F.  in  their  project  to  raise 
£4,  0.  Od.  from  each  circuit  for  Chikwizo. 

11.  We  wish  to  remind  our  people  that  there  is  a  Bible  Cor- 
respondence Course  available,  written  by  Mrs.  G.  A. 
Roberts.  It  costs  £16.  Od.  and  it  is  available  from 
Miss  Ball. 

12.  That  Miss  Ball  be  the  Correspondent  with  Southern 
Rhodesia  Christian  Conference  in  regard  to  Sunday  Schools 

13.  That  a  scheme  of  study  be  developed  for  a  guide  to 
teachers  in  class  meetings.  Mr.  Murphree  as  Chairman, 
Mr.  Stine  and  Mr.  Kowo,  are  recommended  as  the  Com- 
mittee for  developing  this  scheme. 

Schools 

1.  We  recommend  that  our  Mission  Hospitals  and  clinics 
give  or  continue  to  give  birth  Certificates  to  children  born  in 
our  Mission  Hospitals  and  clinics.  This  will  make  it  easy  for 
the  parents  of  these  children  to  secure  official  birth  certificates 
from  the  Registrar  of  births  and  deaths  at  the  District  Magi- 
strate's Court. 

2.  We  remind  our  people  that  the  Government  states 
that  all  Africans  who  wish  to  have  official  birth  certificates 
for  their  children  can  resister   the  births  at  the   office  of   the 
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District  Repiistrar  of  Birtlis  and  deaths  Maf»;i8trate's  Court  at 
the  cost  of  5/-  per  certificate.  When  a  child  is  over  12  months 
old  further  evidence  will  be  required.  This  can  be  done  by 
producing  certificates  issued  at  Mission  Hospitals  and  Clinics 
properly  signed  by  the  Doctor  or  the  Nursing  orderly  in-charge. 

3.  We  recoinniend  that  there  be  a  Standardization  of  the 
Std.  3  Examinations  through-out  the  Conference  to  improve 
the  quality  and  raise  the  standard  of  the  work  in  Central 
Primary  Scliools,  Secondary  Schools  and  Training  Schools. 

4.  That  we  accept  pupils  into  our  Central  Primary  Schools, 
Secondary  Schools  and  Teaacher  Training  Schools  only  upon 
application  through  and  recommendation  by  Head  Masters 
and  School  Superintendents  or  Principals.  Hereafter  private 
letters  of  applications  will  not  be  given  consideration.  We 
also  wish  this  notice  publicized  in  the  Umbowo  and  the 
Recorder. 

5.  Coodination  in  teaching  of  English  between  village  and 
Central  Primary  Schools. 

This   was   briefly   discussed  and   suggestions  were   given   as 
follows:- 

(a)  That   there    be  careful   selection  of   pupils    from 
Lower  Primary  School  to  Central  Primary  School. 

(b)  That  in  Training   Schools  more  emphasis  be  laid 
on  the  teaching  of  English  than  at  present. 

(c)  That    English   be  one  of   the  failing   subjects  in 
Training  Schools. 

(d)  That,  to  maintain  a  high  quality  of  English  teach- 
ing in  village  Schools,  the  Libraries  of  Central  Primary  Schools 
be  made  available  for  private  reading  and  study  by  Village 
Teachers. 

The    following    items    from   the    Committee  on    Schools    have 
been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

L  That  in  order  to  promote  racial  understanding  and 
harmony  in  this  our  multi-racial  country  that  inter-racial 
meetings  be  held  in  our  mission  centres  e.g.  Discussion  groups, 
camps   and  clubs. 

2.  That  our  Church  should  make  its  views  known  through 
its  leaders  about  certain  discriminatory  legislation  which  may 
be  passed  from  time  to  time. 

3.  That  the  Executive  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  its  next 
meeting  consider  the  proposal  made  by  the  Roman  ('atholic 
Bishop  to  borrow  money  from  United  Nations  Organization 
to  expand  educational  facilities  in  Southern  Rhodesia. 

4.  That  we  keep  on  thinking  of  the  possibility  of  establish- 
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ing  a  Domestic  Science  Program  in  the  Conference  even  though 

at  present  there  are  no  funds  available  to  start  the  program. 

r>.     That  the  matter  of  the  relationship  between  the  Lower 

Primary  Schools  and  Central   Primary  Schools  be  considered. 

EVANGELISM 

L  In  connection  with  the  Quadrennial  emphasis  on  the  local 
Church,  the  Board  of  Evangelism  proposes  that  this  be  a 
year  of  evangelistic  activity  on  the  local  Church  level. 
The  following  steps  are  proposed: 

(a)  A  committee  of  three  members  (J.  Jijita,  D.  Chi- 
nogureiand  E.  Jangano),  was  appointed  to  study 
and  translate  for  our  use,  the  materials  made 
available  by  the  General  Board  of  Evangelism  in 
America.  This  literature  includes  materials  on 
Community  survey,  visitation  evangelism  and  spi- 
ritual life  mission. 

(b)  The  Theological  School  is  requested  to  make  ava- 
ilable time  during  the  Pastors'  and  Evangelists' 
school,  for  instructing  leaders  in  these  booklets 
and  their  use  in  the  local  church. 

(c)  The  Calendar  Committee  is  requested  to  make 
available  a  week  during  the  Conference  year,  which 
can  be  set  aside  for  community  religious  census  in 
each  local  church. 

2.  That  Dr.  Harry  Denman  of  the  General  Board  of  Evange- 
lism be  invited  to  visit  this  Conference  during  the  coming 
year  to  help  promote  our  evangelistic  effort.  Rev.  Stine 
and  Rev.  Murphree,  working  together  with  the  Bishop, 
to  present  him  with  a  suitable  programme.  This  request 
to  be  channelled  through  the  Africa  Secretary,  Mr.  Blake. 

3.  That  the  Field  Committee  restore  the  budget  of  the 
Conference  Evangelistic  teams. 

4.  The  Bishop  investigate  the  status  of  Protestant  Work  at 
Kariba  and  take  any  appropriate  action  to  help  our  people 
there. 

5.  That  Rev.  Chimbadzwa  inquire  into  the  matter  of 
the  spiritual  guidance  of  our  Shona  speaking  people  in 
Johannesburg  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  Annual 
Conference. 

FINANCE 

L  The  District  Superintendents  have  made  the  following 
recommendation  to  us;  we  support  this  recommendation 
with  an  addition: 
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"We  firmly  believe  that  proportionate  giving  is  the 
Christian  way  of  supporting  the  Churcli.  We  tlierefore 
recommend  lliat  proportionate  giving  shoukl  be  taught 
extensively  as  part  of  our  emphasis  on  the  local  Church 
this  year.  As  part  of  this  we  should  like  to  see  establish-'A 
ed  throughout  the  Conference  the  Quarterly  Offering 
towards  the  returning  budget  of  our  Church  of  5/-  and 
upwards  for  full  mv'^mbers,  2/6  and  upwards  for  proba- 
tioners and  1/-  and  upwards  for  beginners.  This  how- 
ever, is  not  tithing  and  we  would  prefer  the  people  to 
tithe.  - 

2.  That  the  Salary  of  District  Superintendents  be  increased 
from  £15  to  £17.  10.  0. 

3.  That  while  this  committee  cannot  budget  for  housing  of 
District  Superintendents  it  realises  the  urgent  necessity 
for  houses  and  asks  Conference  to  consider  this  matter 
at  the  present  session. 

4.  The  Executive  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  organise 
Finance  Conferences  at  the  time  of  the  African  Christian 
Conventions  in  the  North  and  South. 

5.  That  the  Student  Loan  accounts  be  kept  separate  from 
the  treasurer's  accounts. 

6.  That  Rev.  R.  Goodloe  replace  Rev.  H.  I.  James  on  the 
sub-committee   that  forwards  information  on   Pensions. 

7.  With  regard  to  motor  vehicles  for  African  Superintend- 
ents we  regret  that  the  budget  is  unable  to  include  this 
increase. 

8.  That  the  Study  of  the  Finance  of  the  Church  be  included 
as  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  training  programme 
for  evangelists  and  lay  workers  at  Old  Umtali. 

9.  That  the  matter  of  debts  on  Minister's  salaries  be  refer^ 
red  back  to   the  circuits  and  handled  in  the  following^ 
manner:- 

(a)  Enlist  the  help  of  the  Lay  Leader  to  explain  the 
basis  of  Church  giving  and  to  offer  encouragement. 

(b)  To  use  the  statistical  evidence  over  the  last  ten 
years  which  shows  that  the  giving  by  full  members 
was  approximately  6/3d  in  1947,  6/-.  in  1952 
and  6/7d.  in  1957  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the 
income  of  Church  Members. 

(c)  Give  thought  to  the  reapportioning  of  the  number 
of  stations  within  the  Circuit.

6.  That  copies  of  the  annual  report  to  the  Government  be 
sent  by  each  centre  to  each  other  centre. 

PUBLICATION 

1.  Umbowo:  Improvement  in  quality  and  a  change  in 
appearance  began  early  in  1957.  Early  in  1958  further 
improvement  was  made,  colour  introduced,  and  publishing 
began  10  times  a  year  instead  of  6.  Mr.  Samuel  Tsopotsa  took 
over  the  editorship  in  January,  1958.  Nearly  1300  copies 
are  now  being  printed  and  sold  per  issue.  With  the  help  of 
gifts  from  literature  funds  which  F.  C  released  to  Umbowo, 
printing  expenses  are  now  being  met.  However,  about  3,500 
paid  subscribers  will  be  needed  before  the  Umbowo  as  now 
printed  can  pay  its  own  way. 

Since  Umbowo  treasurer,  L.  B.  Mandizha  resigned,  E. 
Matzigkeit  was  delegated  to  find  another.  A  motion  was  made 
that  the  editor,  the  Pastor  of  the  Ehnes  Memorial  Church  and 
the  Umbowo  Treasurer  be  included  on  the  Umbowo  editorial 
board  and  that  the  names  of  Mr.  Kodzai  and  Mr.  Ben  Everitt 
be  deleted.  This  was  carried.  To  increase  the  circulation, 
it  was  suggested  that  ministers  appoint  someone  to  collect 
money  for  subscriptions  and  distribute  papers. 

2.  Book  Van:  A  Chevorlet  panel  truck  has  been  purchased. 
Field  Committee  of  January,  1958  granted  permission  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Makoni  District  schools  to  rent  the  vehicle 
temporarily  for  school  supervision  work.  He  has  been  carrying 
a  variety  of  books  to  the  schools  in  addition  to  school  supplies 
and  teachers  have  shown  some  interest.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  van  should  also  carry  audio-visual  equipment  and  show 
religious  films. 

3.  Audio- visual:  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that 
a  Conference  Audio-Visual  Committee  be  set  up. 

4.  Bookstore;  It  was  agreed,  if  feasible,  that  we  should 
open  a  bookstore  in  the  business  section  of  Sakubva.  A  motion 
was  passed  that  the  manager  of  the  Press,  and  Conference 
(DVVM)  appointee  to  the  Methodist  Christian  Centre,  should 
investigate  and  report  to  Field  Committee  at  the  January 
Meeting 

5.  Re\.  R.  C.  Gates,  (^hainnaii  of  a  special  sub- committee 
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of  the  Field  Commmittee  for  investigijlioii  of  ihe  position  of 
Rhodesia  Mission  Press,  reported  to  tiie  Boar(!.  After  four 
lone;  sessions  diirin";  whiih  the  committee  considered  the 
problem  from  many  angles,  it  was  recosn mended  that  the  R. 
M.  Press  he  retained  antl  that  they  go  ahead  as  a  small  press, 
buying  such  type  and  machinery  as  necessary  to  provide  better 
quality  printing.  A  motion  was  carried  that  the  Board  accept 
the  report  of  Mr.  Gates,  but  we  welcome  discussion  by  the 
Conference  on  the  subject. 

6.  New  Books  And  Literature; 

(a)  Copy  for  a  book  about  Joseph  was  presented  and  was 
approved  for  printing.     Miss  Scovil  will  promote  it. 

(b)  Printing  of  Agricultural  Articles  in  Umbowo  was 
urged. 

(c)  "Ideals  for  Ernest  Youth".  It  was  agreed  that  the 
present  book  might  be  condensed  and  then  approval 
of  the  MS  obtained  from  the  author. 

(d)  "How  to  have  a  happy  home."  Motion  was  passed 
that  printing  rights  be  obtained  and  then  that  it  be 
mimeographed  into  a  small  booklet.  It  was  left  that 
books  in  Shona  on  subject  of  home  marriage  should 
be  printed. 

(e)  Baby-care  by  Jo  Carr.  It  was  agreed  that  this  should 
be  printed  as  soon  as  the  Shona  translation  is  checked 
and  approved.  The  book  to  be  financed  from  the 
Literature  Revolving  Fund  with  Field  Committee 
approval. 

(f)  "Prayers  for  Daily  Work."  Miss  Scovil  to  promote  this. 

(g)  "Upenyu  Kwahwo,  Book  1"  by  Miss  Ashby.  It  was 
agreed  to  go  ahead  and  print  this  booklet  about  the 
size  of  "Hosha". 

(h)  "Zvibatsiro"       A  booklet  of  scriptures  for  each  week 

of  the  year.     Agreed  to  mimeograph  more  of  these, 
(ij   Literature  requested  by  African  Christian  Convention, 
(i)  Steps  are  being  taken    to    translate    portions    of 

Bishop  Azariah's  book  'Christian  giving", 
(ii)    Action  has  begun  to   provide   literature  in  Shona 

about  wedding  feasts,  etc.  by  Mrs.  Higgs. 
(iii)   A  start  has  been  made  in  the  gathering  of  material 
on  the  subject  of  Holiness, 
(j)    "Ndwiyo  Dzetwana"     A  children's  hymn  book.     We 
still  approve   the  idea   of  this  book  but   its   present 
form  needs  revision. 

7.  Reprints:     (a)    It  was  agreed  to  reprint  Katekizima 
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without  any  changes  except  that  the  new  orthography  be  used, 
(b)  A  need  lor  printing  General  Rules  was  felt  and  Rev. 
Samuel  Munjoma  was  delegated  to  go  through  the  Discipline 
and  select  a  number  of  important  items  of  interest  to  lay 
people.  These  are  to  be  mimeographed  into  a  small  booklet. 
It  was  also  felt  that  the  duties  of  stewards,  class  leaders  etc. 
should  be  included  in  some  book  for  their  guidance,  (c)  It 
was  agreed  that  a  reprint  of  Ngoma  should  be  in  the  new 
orthography. 

8.  Scholarship.  Agreed  that  we  recommend  the  names  of 
Ezekiel  Makunike  and  Bondon  Ruwodo  to  the  scholarship 
Committee  for  journalism  scholarships.  It  was  understood 
that  the  Scholarship  Committee  will  work  out  the  details  re- 
garding courses  to  be  pursued,  schools,  travel,  etc. 

TEMPERANCE 

1.  We  cannot  conduct  a  Conference-wide  essay  or  poster 
competition  until  we  get  money  for  prizes  from  what  is 
collected  on  Temperance  Sunday.  We  ask  the  ministers 
to  send  this  money  to  the  Conference  Secretary  as  soon 
as  it  is  collected. 

2.  The  Conference  Temperance  Secretary  will  be  giving 
temperance  lessons  in  Bible  schools  and  in  refresher 
courses. 

3.  That  the  temperance  lessons  written  last  year  by  the 
Conference  Temperance  Secretary  be  published. 

4.  That  Temperance  news  prepared  by  the  Temperance 
Secretary  be  sent  to  the  ministers  for  distribution  and 
that  each  minister  gives  his  order  of  copies  to  the  Confer- 
ence Temperance  Secretary.  Pamphlets  "Kuipa  kwe 
Doro"  be  given  to  class  leaders  also. 

5.  That  both  Africans  and  Europeans  who  are  members  of 
the  Methodist  Church  fight  against  strong  drink. 

6.  That  ministers  read  Paragraph  125  of  our  discipline  to 
their  congregations  once  a  year  as  they  read  the  General 
Rule  . 

7.  \Vc  appeal  to  our  mrnd)ers  not  to  sell  tobacco  in  their 
stores  or  homes. 

8.  That  the  audio  visual  committee  investigate  the  possibility 
of  films  on  temperance  to   circulate  in   the  Conference. 

9.  That  the  committee  on  {)ublications  find  out  what 
material  there  is  on  temperance  that  can  be  distributed 
for  use  throughout  the  Conference. 

10.     That   copies  of  the  Union  Signal   Magazine  be  given  to 
the  ministers  and  headmasters  after  they  have  been   read 
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by  their  owners. 

11.  That  headmasters  arrange  for  a  drawing  or  essay  contest 
on  temperance  and  request  the  local  Rukwadzano  to 
give  prizes  to  the  winners. 

12.  The  Church  and  School  Superintendents  have  pamphlets 
on  temperance  in  their  offices  and  sell  them  as  they 
visit  stations. 

THE   MINISTRY 
We  approve  the  following  report  of    the  Committee  on  the 
Status  of  trained  Evangelists: 

1.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  men  to  do  specifically 
evangelistic  work. 

2.  "Evangelist"  which  has  heretofore  been  considered  as 
a  rank  of  office  within  the  Church,  should  instead  be 
thought  of  as  a  function  or  particular  type  of  work, 
which  can  be  done  by  any  one  hired  on  a  local  basis  for 
a  short  term. 

3.  The  one  who  has  been  trained  at  the  Old  Umtali  Biblical 
Institute  may  be  appointed  to  any  one  of  several  types 
of  work  -  e.g.  Religious  Education  Worker,  Pastor  of  a 
Circuit,  Evangelist,  Assistant  Pastor,  and  other  positions 
which  might  arise  from  time  to  time. 

4.  It  is  understood  that  the  completion  of  this  two  year 
course  of  study  simply  meets  the  academic  qualifications 
for  Approved  Supply  Pastors,  and  that  this  in  no  way 
guarantees  a  position,  temporary  or  permanent. 

It  was  reported  that  the  strong-room  was  now  nearing 
completion  but  more  funds  were  needed  to  put  in  a  fire-proof 
ceiling  and  build  some  shelves.  It  was  agreed  that  we  ask 
the  Conference  Field  Committee  for  £25  to  help  on  this.

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Memoirs 

Our  Coininittee  reparts  with  very  pricking  sorrow  the  great 
loss  of  God's  labourers  which  we  have  experienced  this  Confer- 
ence year,  as  follows: 

Bertha  Fowles  Roberts 

Mrs.  Bertha  Fowles  Roberts  was  born  in  Oregon,  October 
8,  1883,  and  attended  simple  country  schools,  then  took  teacher 
training.  While  there,  she  met  George  Rorberts,  an  agricul- 
turalist doing  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  work  while 
awaiting  appointment  to  go  to  /Africa, 

She  came  out  to  Rhodesia  as  a  missionary  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S. 
in  1910  and  was  engaged  in  teaching  at  Old  Umtali.  On  August 
7,  1912,  she  was  married  to  George  A,  Roberts,  Agricultural 
Missionary  at  Old  Umtali.  Their  first  children  were  their  twin 
sons  Tudor  and  Thomas,  born  at  a  time  when  heathen  custom 
called  for  the  killing  of  twin  babies.  But  these  twins  were  al- 
lowed to  live  and  grew  up,  a  direct  challenge  and  contradiction 
to  African  tribal  custom.  Thousands  of  Africans  now  living 
in  the  Eastern  Districts  owe  their  lives  to  this  example  of  love 
and  Christian  practice,  which  was  a  real  milestone  in  the 
history  of  Christianity  in  Southern  Rhodesia. 

Mrs.  Roberts  never  discontinued  her  teaching  and  missionary 
work,  even  while  raising  their  family  of  the  twin  boys  and  one 
daughter,  Mary  Elma.  A  large  share  of  the  missionaries' 
bookkeeping  fell  on  her  shoulders.  She  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
Women's  work  and  had  much  to  do  with  organizing  the  Rukwa- 
dzano  Rwe  Wadzimai  at  its  beginning.  She  never  counted  her 
experiences,  such  as  riding  on  donkeys  for  miles  in  all  kinds 
of  weather  to  visit  the  village  schools,  or  living  in  inadequately 
furnished  houses,  etc.  as  hardships. 

In  later  years  some  of  the  rigors  of  pioneer  life  gave  way  to 
duties  in  the  Mission  Offices  and  iiostess  to  endless  of  streams 
of  visitors  -  whether  they  came  for  business  or  for  other  reasons, 
they  never  went  away  without  being  cheered. 

She  is  particularly  remembered  for  her  belief  in  industry 
and  her  great  energy  demonstrated  in  a  fast  short-paced  walk- 
ing trot,  while  twinkling  eyes  and  brisk  talk  helped  do  the  day's 
work.  Her  Christian  message  was  usually  silently  and  firmly 
spoken  in  day  -  to  -  day  relationships  with  students  and  staff 
and  moral  values  were  taught  in  the  daily  situation. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberts  retired  in  1950  to  their  farm  but  her 
last  years  were  marred  with  increasing  pain  and  periods  of 
illness  but  her  courage  and  faith  in  Christ  sustained  her  until 
called  to  rest  on  May  9,  1957. 
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Thomas  Maranke 

Thomas  Maranke  was  horn  at  Mt.  Makomvve  in  Maranke 
Reserve.  He  began  liis  schooling  at  Mt.  Makomvve  under  Baba 
Greeley  in  1905.  He  was  converted  in  1906  and  led  a  Chris- 
tian life  from  then. 

He  married  in  1909  and  was  ai>pointed  to  teach  at  Munya 
rari  in  1910.  From  1913  to  1915  he  was  stationed  to  teach 
at  Matanda.  Thereafter  he  was  stationed  in  Umtali  from 
1916  to  1919.  In  1920  he  went  to  Old  UmtaH  for  school. 
He  was  appointed  to  Mutambara  in  1923  as  a  member  of 
Conference.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1926  and  Elder  in 
1928.  Thereafter  he  served  inZimunya,  Maranke  and  Umtali. 
He  retired  in  1948  and  went  to  stay  at  his  home  at 
Mt.  Makomwe. 

He  was  attacked  by  illness  and  suffered  for  many  years. 
Then  he  died  on  the  30th  March,  1958,  leaving  nine  children 
and  a  widow. 

WILFRED   BOURQAIZE 

Pioneers  of  the  first  days  in  Southern  Rhodesia  are  decreas- 
ing in  numbers.  Every  year  some  pass  on,  having  endured 
until  the  end  of  life.  Pioneering  requires  physical,  mental 
and  spiritual  sacrifices  and  often  deplete  strength  and  vision 
in  all  three  of  these  phases.  However,  upon  the  foundation 
that  they  have  laid  we  have  been  permitted  to  build  a  more 
stately  structure  of  the  Church  and  all  of  the  related  work 
that  has  gone  along  with  it. 

The  Rev.  Wilfred  Bourgaize  was  in  every  way  a  devoted 
pioneer.  With  his  passing  we  have  lost  a  contact  with  the 
past  and  in  turn  our  understanding  has  been  improverished. 
He  never  forgot  to  replenish  his  resources  although  his 
physical  strength  was  often  impaired  by  the  strain  of  his  work. 
Exposed  to  tropical  diseases  he  suffered  at  times  until  his 
body  began   to  give  way   when  his   strength  was  needed  most. 

He  was  born  in  the  island  of  Gurnsey  in  1886.  As  a  young 
man  he  went  to  America  and  after  working  at  many  different 
iol)s  he  vseiit  to  California.  Feeling  the  need  for  further 
education  and  the  urge  to  Missionary  service  he  attended 
tJniversily.  After  l)eing  accepted  by  the  Board  of  N'ir^sions 
for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  he  came  to  Rhode,  in. 

Among  his  first  appointments  was  Nyakatsapa  in  1921. 
He  served  the  Umtasa,  (^andanzara  and  Headlands  (  ircuits. 
The  following  year  he  began  his  work  at  Mtoko  where  he 
served  the  Mtoko  and  lJznnd»a  Circuit-.  After  the  opening 
of  the  INyadiri  Mission  in  1923,  his  work  was  confined  to  the 
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Mtoko  area.  With  a  break  for  Ivvo  iurlouglis  in  1929  and 
19;>{>,  lie  served  the  Mtoko  District  until  the  tisne  ot  his 
retirement  in  1957.  Ihe  visitation  of  his  work  was  almost 
always  done  ])y  walking  \vitli  a  mule  cart  to  carry  his  supplies. 
He  lias  walked  as  far  as  250  miles  in  one  round  of  visitation. 

No  other  missionary  of  our  Conference  could  have  endured 
such  hardships.  At  one  of  the  Conferences  when  it  was  felt 
that  a  change  of  a{)j)ointment  for  a  few  years  would  make  it 
possible  for  him  to  have  closer  contact  with  his  fellow  mis- 
sionaries, there  were  none  among  the  missionaries  who  could 
replace  him.  The  opening  of  the  er.tire  section  of  work  at 
Mtoko  has  been  due  to  the  labours  of  our  dejjarted  brother. 
Nothing  daunted  him;  the  path  was  long,  the  journeys  were 
tiring,  disease  attacked  him;  at  times  the  people  were  unfriendly 
and  wild  animals  were  plentiful.  These  human  privations 
were  not  his  problems. 

The  spiritual  darkness  into  which  he  placed  himself,  the 
cost  and  demands  of  endurance,  the  sharing  of  his  life  and 
never  thinking  of  the  future,  extracted  its  price  when  he 
came  to  the  year  of  retirement.  This  was  a  forced  retirement 
in  that  he  kept  going  until  he  readied  the  final  year. 

The  greatest  testimony  to  his  work  and  himself  is  that 
which  he  has  left  behind  him.  A  goodly  heritage  and  a  secure 
foundation  remain  with  us.  He  was  affectionately  loved  by 
the  African  and  European  people. 

After  18  months  of  suffering  and  weakness  he  quietly 
passed  on  to  his  reward,  leaving  behind  a  body  that  was  worn 
out  through  his  abundant  labours.  He  died  in  the  Umtali 
Hospital  on  the  11th  April,  1958,  and  the  remains  were 
buried  at  Old  Umtali.  He  is  not  present  at  this  Conference 
in  body  but  his  spirit,  devotion,  vision,  sacrifice,  remain  with 
us.     And  are  a  challenge  to  us  every  day. 

Is  it  not  true,  brothers  and  sisters  of  Rhodesia  Annual 
Conference,  that  although  Mrs.  Bertha  Fowles  Roberts,  Rev. 
Thomas  Maranke  and  Rev.  Wilfred  Bourgaize  are  dead,  yet 
they  are  speaking,  and  will  always  speak. 

We  are  grateful  for  enriching  memories  of  them  and  we 
extend  our  warm  sympathy  to  their  relations,  friends  and  all 
who  loved  them. 

RESOLUTIONS 

We  appreciate  the  presence  and  leadership  of  Bishop  and 
Mrs.  Dodge  at  our  Annual  Conference. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  missionaries  and  we  trust  that  the 
enthusiasm  which  these  new  workers  are  putting  into  their 
jobs  will  be  contagious.

THE  AFRICAN  CHRISTIAN  CONVENTION 
SOUTHERN    SECTION 

The  29th  Annual  Session  of  the  Southern  Section  of  the 
African  Christian  Convention,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  was 
held  at  Nyanyadzi,  Muusha  Reserve,  July  26-28,  1957. 

The  following  resolutions  are  presented: 

1.  The  Conference  to  add  more  Std.  4  classes,  where 
such  were  opened,  at  Mt.  Makomwe,  Gandanzara, 
Chipfatsura,  etc. 

2.  That  the  Field  Committee  helps  in  the  building  of 
local  churches  as  they  do  with  schools,  for  these  two 
are  church  work. 

3.  The  Conference  to  appoint  a  woman  missionary  at 
at  Umtali  Girls  Hostel. 

4.  The  Conference  to  write  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Rev. 
M.E.  Culver  for  the  "Waedzwa  book"  which  he  had 
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prepared. 

5.  a.  That  the  quarterly  meeting  appoints  a  committee 
at  every  local  church  which  will  cinphasi/e  giving  to 
the  (Christian  Convention. 

b.  Pastors  are  reminded  to  keep  on  urging  that 
each  Church  member  pay  6d.  to  the  Christian  con- 
vention. 

c.  The  Christian  Convention  must  have  a  Constitution. 

6.  In  order  to  help  our  Christians  to  grow  in  holiness, 
we  request  the  Conference  to  print  more  books  on 
holiness. 

7.  We  thank  the  Conference  for  appointing  the  Church 
Superintendents,  we  therefore  request  the  Conference 
to  see  to  it,  that  the  School  and  Church  Superintend- 
ents work  side  by  side  through  attending  Quarterly 
Meetings  a'nd  making  occasional  visits  together  at 
stations,  in  order  to  avoid  divisions. 

MINUTES    OF  THE    AFRICAN  CHRISTIAN  CONVENTION 
NORTHERN    SECTION 

The  29th  session  (6th  of  the  Northern  Section)  ot  the  African 
Christian  Convention  of  the  Methodist  Church  was  held  from 
1-4  August,  1957,  at  Nyadiri  Bridge,  in  Nyadiri  Farm,  on 
Mtoko-Salisbury  Road. 

The  Convention  was  attended  by  District  Superintendent  of 
Nyadiri-Mrewa-Salisbury  Districts,  Rev.  .T.T.  Chitombo  (Chair- 
man). The  District  Superintendent  of  Mtoko  District,  Rev. 
K.T.  Choto,  Miss  S.N.  King,  Dr.  M.  Piburn  (in  place  of  Rev. 
Griffin)  as  advisory  members. 

The  Convention  was  greatly  honoured  by  the  District 
Commissioner  of  Mtoko,  who  gave  a  fine  lecture  on  "How  we 
can  meet  the  challenge  of  the  high  rate  of  divorce  that  is  seen 
among  our  people  nowadays." 

To  The  Annual  Conference  We   Request:- 

1.  That  District  Finance  Committees  be  set  up  in 
districts  under  which  a  budget  system  be  practiced 
in  each  local  church,  in  order  to  improve  the 
financial  position  in  our  churches.  And  that 
members  be  encouraged  to  give  more  than  the 
present  2/-  per  member. 

2.  That  the  Annual  Conference  explain  the  relation- 
ship between  the  Field  Committee  and  our  African 
Ministers  in  such  matters  as  their  housing,  and 
the  like. 

3.  That    the    Annual    Conference   should  produce  a 
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pamphlet  on  Tithing,  to   explain  what  tithing  is; 
how  to  give  it,  and  how  it  is  used. 

4.  That  in  order  to  discourage  excessive  expenses  on 
clothing,  feasting  and  the  like,  on  wedding  oc- 
casions, a  pamphlet  be  made  in  Shona,  and  these 
lessons  be  taught  through  the  MYF. 

5.  That  in  order  to  help  those  pupils  who  are  too  old 
to  attend  school  during  the  day,  a  committee  be 
set  up  to  find  out  ways  and  possibilities  of  establi- 
shing a  Night  School  at  our  Mission  Centres. 

6.  That  the  Conference  Calendar  be  made  in  Shona 
too,  so  that  preachers  who  do  not  read  English 
can  also  read  it. 

7.  The  Conference  to  organize  Bible  Schools  for 
Wabvuwi  to  help  and  guide  them  in  methods  and 
the  planning  of  sermons,  as  well  as  studying  the 
Bible  too. 

8.  The  Committee  on  the  Christian  Education  and 
Home  Life  to  study  and  make  clear  to  the  people, 
under  wliat  grounds  a  person  can  hold  up  a 
wedding  during  or  after  3  banns. 

We  had  a  blessed  message  on  Sunday  by  Rev.  M.  W. 
Murphree.  Many  churches  from  Nyadiri  East  Circuit  joined 
us.     The  Nyadiri  Church  and  the  Choir  joined  us  loo. 

METHODIST     HISTORICAL     SOCIETY 
In  the  Africa  Edition  of  the  Discipline  paragraph  374,  page 
154  we  find  tliis:- 

"In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  a  Historical 
Society,  to  be  appointed  or  elected  in  whatever  manner  the 
Conference  may  decide,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  preserve  the 
records  of  the  Conference,  gather  all  data  referring  to  its 
organization,  its  past  history,  its  former  members,  and  to 
collect  all  data  of  interest  from  the  memories  of  elderly  persons 
and  to  preserve  these  for  future  generations-  together  with  a 
record  of  current  items  of  importance,  and  to  keep  before 
the  minds  of  our  people  the  glorious  deeds  of  the  heroes  of 
the  past." 

Feeling  the  need  of  such  a  historical  interest  in  1938,  the 
Conference  which  was  held  at  Nyadiri,  the  late  Rev.  E.  H. 
Greeley  and  those  who  were  like  minded  organized  a  Methodist 
Historical  Society.  For  several  years  an  Annual  meeting  was 
held  and  opportunity  given  for  the  presentation  of  Historical 
papers.  With  the  increasing  pressure  of  business  these  meetings 
have  not  been  called  for  some  four  years. 
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From-  the  beginning  of  the  Society  a  Campaign  was  started 
to  collee  t  and  preserve  records,  pictures,  and  such  items.  The 
largest  contribution  was  made  by  Mr.  Greeley  and  later 
from  Ji's  estate.     These  have  been  carefully  preserved. 

There  have  been  many  who  have  carried  out  research  pro- 
jects through  the  years  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  assist 
the  Archives  of  Central  Africa  with  information  and  material. 
Research  has  also  been  done  in  America  where  there  is  a 
wealth  of  material  relating  to  Dr.  Gurney  and  Bishop  Hartzell. 
However  this  has  been  limited  to  some  extent  by  lack  of  time 
of  those  interested.  Many  articles  have  been  written  and 
lectures  given. 

The  materials  that  have  been  preserved  have  never  been 
properly  filed  because  of  the  lack  of  equipment  and  a  place. 
However  they  have  been  kept  and  used  by  several  people. 
The  dream  of  twenty  years  is  just  about  to  be  realized  in  that 
a  room  has  been  prepared  for  such  use  in  the  Old  Government 
Building  at  Old  Umtali.  It  is  hoped  that  gradually  this 
material  may  be  placed  in  the  room  as  rapidly  as  equipment 
is  available.  The  Society  will  have  to  draw  up  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  use  of  such. 

During  the  year  Rev.  P.  Hassing  has  done  research  in 
Sdisbury.  The  Archivist  has  written  articles  on  Umtali,  old 
and  new  and  has  completed  a  brief  story  of  ''Mother  Hughes.*' 
Other  items  of  research  are  pending. 

October  of  this  year  will  be  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the 
arrival  of  our  Missionaries  in  Umtali. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  Ehnes  and  Rev.  Hunter  Reid  arrived  at 
Old  Umtali  to  take  care  of  the  property  still  occupied  by 
police.  The  official  opening  of  the  Umtali  Industrial  Mission 
took  place  in  October,  1899. 

Mrewa  Mission  was  opened  in  1909  by  the  late  Dr.  Samuel 
Gurney.  The  fiftieth  Anniversary  will  be  held  next  year. 
Preparation  should  be  made  for  such  historical  occasions. 

Of  course  it  is  necessary  to  have  finances  to  meet  the  costs 
of  equipment  and  room  renovations.  Ways  of  meeting  these 
expenses  should  be  worked  out  by  the  Society.  At  present 
there  is  no  membership  although  for  many  years  there  were 
members. 

It  is  recjuested  that  the  nominations  committee  present 
nominations  to  the  Conferenc^3  for  a  committee  to  reorganize 
the  Society  and  to  serve  as  an  executive.  The  program  com- 
mittee is  requested  to  arrange  for  a  historical  celebration  next 
year  at  the  time  of  Conference. 
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AFRICAN    MISSIONARY    SOCIETY 
(NGARIENDE) 

There  is  a  song  in  our  Methodist  Hymn  Book  which  goes 
thus:-  "Kwese  kwese  tinowona  vanhu  havazivi  Kristu,  vaka- 
rasikirwa  diko  vanotadza  Muponesi.  Mwari  wedu  vvemasimba 
tinzwei  tinomukumbira,  tumayi  vafundisi  kuno  kune  nyika 
inedima." 

Ali  members  of  the  churches  in  our  Conference  are  cordi- 
ally invited  to  pray  for  the  work  at  Chikwizo,  People  helping 
financially  in  the  work  are  included.  A  great  revival  through 
unceasing  prayer  is  inevitable. 

The  Government  has  forbidden  us  from  running  the  unaid- 
ed schools  in  the  area,  consequently  many  church  going 
members  have  stopped  coming  to  church  as  the  bait  has  been 
extenuated.  Some  Roman  Catholic  Priests  have  endeavoured 
to  establish  schools  and  the  people  have  given  their  consent. 
Of  the  places  where  preaching  points  and  schools  were  being 
run  by  the  Native  Commissioners'  approval,  six  preaching 
points  and  one  school  have  remained  undisturbed.  Our  aim 
is  to  preach,  teach,  heal  and  to  carry  on  evangelism.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  having  these  schools  aided.  We  are  aware 
that  the  Government  will  not  allow  us  to  open  up  new  schools 
till  we  have  an  adequate  number  of  trained  teachers,  but  the 
people  need  the  Gospel  and  Education  which  is  a  bait  to  those 
hungry  souls  in  Mukota  and  Chikwizo  which  has  only  one 
centre  where  only  a  small  number  is  catered  for. 

One  attractive  school  building  is  completed.  The  cost  was 
rather  large.  We  are  still  expecting  £350  from  the  Ru- 
wadzano  group  who  agreed  to  give  a  hand  towards  the 
construction  of  the  school  at  Chikwizo.  You  will  see  at  this 
Conference  pictures  of  our  work  at  the  school.  The  roof  of 
the  Clinic  has  been  ruined  by  white  ants.  The  Pastor,  the 
evangelist,  the  nurse,  and  teachers  do  not  have  good  accom- 
modation. 

We  are  grateful  to  sister  Jones  for  the  wonderful  work  of 
healing  and  financial  support  at  Chikwizo.  The  Clinic  work 
is  well  advanced  but  the  Clinic  itself  is  in  a  bad  state. 

We  are  glad  to  present  our  Evangelist  at  Chikwizo,  Mr. 
Paul  Marambakuyana  from  Pfungwe,  who  is  here  at  the 
Conference.     He  came  to  Chikwizo  in  1957  in  June. 

Two  students  sponsored  by  this  society  are  completing 
teacher  Training,  a  girl  and  a  boy  and  we  hope  they  will 
serve  at  Chikwizo  in  1959. 

We  are  still  finding  out  means  and  possibilities  whereby 
our  Missionaries  can  help  to  have  boys  and  girls   Boarding  at 
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Chikwizo.  The  need  for  an  upper  primary  school  and  lor 
a  boarding  in  the  area  is  very  great. 

Our  District  Superintendent,  Mr.  Stine  and  his  wife,  are 
working  hard  in  the  supervision  of  tiie  (Church  work  antl  the 
sciiooi.  We  thank  them  for  that.  Tiiey  are  well  occupied 
in  the  work  of  preaching,  teaching  and  healing  carried  out 
by  the  society  and  they   are  keen  to  see  the  work  improve. 

We  appeal  to  all  members  in  the  Churches  of  our  Conference 
to  develop  the  spirit  of  giving,  preferably  tithing  to  enable 
the  work  to  stand  and  not  fall  to  pieces.  Our  Churches  must 
pray  very  much  for  Chikwizo  and  through  much  prayer  we 
can  send  them  delegates,  teachers  and  gifts.  In  the  book  of 
the  Apostles  20:35  it  is  stated  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive.  I  also  add  that  it  ie  more  blessed  to  do  some- 
thing for  others  than  to  have  it  done  for  you.

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FISHERMAN'S  REPORT  SOUTHERN  SECTION 

The  Tliird  Fishermen's  Annual  assembly  of  the  Methodist 
Church  met  at  Chiringa  Odzi  in  Maranke  Reserve,  on  Thurs- 
day 5th  to  Sunday  8th  July  1957,  with  the  Chairman,  Mr.  F. 
Chipaumire  presiding.  There  were  approximately  3,990  people, 
men  and  women,  present.  The  presence  of  God  in  our  midst 
was  felt  by  the  whole  Convention,  as  many  went  home  witness- 
ing the  same.  A  testimonial  was  given  by  one  of  the  men  who 
was  saved.  He  said  "I  am  now  able  to  eat  meat  through  this 
Meeting.    1  have  not  been  eating  meat  the  whole  of  my  life." 

Besides  the  preaching  services,  the  Convention  was  divided 
into  smaller  groups  with  a  leader  for  each  group,  so  as  to  give 
a  chance  to  each  person  to  express  himself,  and  the  reports 
from  the  group  leaders  were  very  encouraging. 

Our  chief  aim  is  to  serve  others  and  to  win  them  to  Christ. 
This  we  do  in  several  different  ways.  We  do  personal  work, 
and  we  visit  the  sick  and  the  backsliders.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kaston 
Njerere  of  Mutambara  District,  introduced  their  three  babies, 
who  were  triplets  -  three  born  at  the  same  time.  So  the  Con- 
vention made  up  a  collection  of  money  to  help  these  parents. 
They  collected  £3  -  9  -  9).^,  and  this  was  given  to  the  parents. 

Rev.  Samuel  Munjoma  gave  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  he  gave  a  speech  saying  "God  has  many  ways 
of  increasing  people  in  the  world,  and  it  is  not  by  marrying 
many  wives  which  increases  us,  but  with  one  wife  God  can 
give  us  many,  many  of  his  blessings." 

We  were  honoured  by  the  presence  of  Sister  Whitney  of 
Old  Umtali,  who  brought  to  us  six  orphans.  She  explained 
how  each  of  them  lost  its  mother,  and  how  each  was  brought 
to  Old  Umtali.  So  we  made  another  collection  of  money  and 
we  raised  £11.  9.  0^.  and  this  was  given  to  Sister.  She  was 
as  thankful  as  if  she  were  the  mother  of  these  orphans. 

We  were  very  much  encouraged  to  see  some  teachers  and 
Demonstrators  who  are  full  fisherman  with  badges. 

On  Sunday  the  District  Superintendent  Rev.  M.  Mup^rutsa, 
and  ten  other  Pastors,  served  the  whole  Convention  with  the 
Holy  Coininunion,  and  1,095  took  the  Sicrametit  pledging 
themselves  to  be  loyal  to  the  Lord  Jesus. 

We  had  our  Annual    Executive  Committee  Meeting  here  at 

Old  Umtali  Mission  on  the  21st  and  22nd   March    1958.       At 
tlii^  Meetinj;  there  were  one  or  two  things  which  were  done. 
The  time  of  re-electing  our  officers  was  due,  so  they  were 
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elected  again.      They  were  as  foUows:-

During  the  past  year,  the  Wabvuwi  voted  that  they  want 
their  badges  on  pins.  So  at  this  Meeting  a  letter  came  from 
Rev.  M.  Chiza,  England,  saying  that  the  pins  are  ready,  and 
that  they  would  cost  £100  lor  1,000  badges,  and  that  each 
section  must  send  £50  for  500  pins.  So  we  have  already  sent 
this  money  and  they  are  on  the  way.  The  Wabvuwi  gave  to 
the  Rev.  Chiza  responsibility  to  see  about  these  pins  as  he  went 
to  England.     They  have  reached  us  here. 

We  have  already  explained  our  chief  aim.  So  here  are  some 
of  the  things  which  were  done  by  the  Old  Lhiitali  Circuit. 

1.  They  helped  Mr.  Muhambi  by  cutting  thatching  grass  for 
his  house. 

2.  They  helped  Mr.  Bwawa  by  weeding  his  field. 

3.  They  helped  another  man  who  lives  around  Old  Umtali 
farms  and  who  is  lame.  They  bought  a  raincoat  and  shirt  for 
him,  and  the  result  is  that  he  is  coming  to  Church,  though  he 
was  not  a  member  of  our  Church. 

There  were  many  other  things  done  which  we  cannot 
report,  but  these  were  some  of  the  things  done  by  Wabvuwi. 

FISHERMEN'S    REPORT    NORTHERN    SECTION 
Pamunyiki  was  the  centre  chosen  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Fishermen  resident  in  the  Northern  Section.    The  three 
days'  meeting  started  on  the  19tli  of  Sept.,  and  went  on  until 
the  22nd,  1957. 

The  meeting  was  formally  opened  by  the  Rev.  J.  Kawadza, 
whose  addresi  dwelt  on  the  theme  of  making  straight  the  Lord's 
paths,  as  prophesied  by  Isaiah  and  subsequently  testified  by 
John  the  Baj)tist.  Rev.  J.  Kawadza  said  that  in  our  daily  lives 
and  experiences  places  are  encountered  where  the  soil  is  hard 
and  rocky,  and  in  such  place^  efficient  work  can  oidy  be  done  by 
the  application  ol  modern  powerful  machines — strong  enough 
to  break  the  rocks  and  level  out  the  road.    So  also,  was  it  with 
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the  hearts  of  men,  vvliich  required  the  aid  of  Holy  Spirit  of 
God  to  accomphsh  the  great  task  of  bringing  to  Jesus  Christ 
the  hard  hearts  of  men. 

A  crowd  of  698  people  attended  tliis  meeting,  at  which 
many  were  won  to  Christ.  Many  ministers  were  also  present  who, 
together  with  the  Fishermen,  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
meeting. 

On  Sunday,  the  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Pastors 
present,  headed  by  the  Rev.  J.  Chitombo.  546  people  knelt 
before  the  Lord's  table. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  the  Chief  Mangwende  addres- 
sed the  gathering  on  the  subject  of  European  strong  drinks 
in  this  land  among  the  Africans,  and  the  evil  consequences 
that  have  followed  their  trail.  He  deplored  this  uidiealthy 
development  and  warned  the  gathering  on  the  damaging  effects 
European  beer  had  on  the  youth  of  Africa,  especially  those 
who  had  chosen  to  live  in  the  towns.  He  then  advised  the 
Fishermen  and  all  Methodist  Christians  to  stand  firm  and 
refrain  from  the  immoral  habit  of  beer  drinking. 

Judging  by  the  interest  and  attention  shown  by  his  hearers, 
Chief  Mangwende  had  successfully  driven  home  a  very  necessary 
and  urgent  lesson. 

The  Rev.  Sells,  who  rose  up  to  speak  later,  reviewed  the 
history  of  Christian  work  in  the  Northern  Section  during  its 
early  stages  and  his  friendship  with  SubChief  Gumbanjera. 
He  talked  about  the  strong  grip  heathenism  had  on  the  peoples 
of  Africa  at  that  time.  He  then  explained  how  the  Christian 
light  had  brightened  life  in  our  present  time.  Through  his 
speech  the  value  of  mission  work  in  this  land  was  made  clearer 

The  presence  of  Mr.  E.  Chieza  and  his  Mrewa  choir  made 
a  contribution  to  the  meeting. 

In  answer  to  an  appeal  sent  to  the  Fishermen  of  two  Confer- 
ence sections,  the  Northern  section  Fishermen  donated  the 
sum  of  £20  -  0  -  0  towards  the  the  construction  (repair)  of  the 
pastor's  house  at  Chikwizo.  (This  donation  came  from  the 
following  Church  districts:-  Mrewa,  Nyadiri,  Mtoko  and 
Chikwizo). 

Harmonious  work  was  rendered  during  the  year  by  the 
joint  effort  of  our  Superintendents,  the  Pastors,  and  the  Fisher- 
men. Special  mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  wonderful 
work  done  by  the  Fishermen   with   their  own  hands,  to  help 
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llic  poor  and  needy,  besidt'>  tlie  evan|!;<!i>in  eariied  oul  in  llie 
community.

REPORT  OF  RUKVVADZANO  RWE  WADZIMAI— NORTH  1958 

Bishop  Dodge  and  all  the  members  of  the  Conterence  we 
are  grateful  to  God  for  assisting  us  in  doing  His  work.  We 
have  disappointed  Him  many  times  but  He  has  bountifully 
forgiven  us  ol  all  and  has  blessed  us  to  enable  us  to  execute 
what  is  required  of  us.  We  are  thankful  for  His  never-ending 
love  for  us  and  through  this  we  are  glad  to  present  our  Report 
of  the  work  we  have  done  and  hope  to  do  by  the  use  of  our 
hands,  feet  and  knees. 

Until  one  goes  round  the  villages  of  our  Districts,  it  is  very 
hard  for  him  to  have  a  clear  picture  and  a  concise  story  of 
the  Rukwadzano  in  the  never-ending  task  of  winning  souls  to 
Christ.  The  hand  of  the  Rukwadzano  plays  a  very  important 
part  in  the  birth  of  the  Church  in  many  souls  who  do  not 
know  Christ.  Not  only  do  we  achie\e  this  by  the  use  of  money, 
but  also  by  prayer,  constant  visits  to  those  who  have  gone 
astray,  and  by  helping  the  unfortunate  in  times  of   need. 

Christ's  hands  and  feet  are  ours  in  doing  the  work  that  He 
left  behind  for  us  to  do.  Many  knees  were  bent  and  heads 
bowed  in  prayer  for  those  in  need,  those  who  are  sick  and  the 
weak  in  heart.  Many  schools  and  Churches  were  built  with 
the  aid  of  funds  raised  by  the  Rukwadzano.  We  must  be 
clear  about  this,  however,  that  many  women  have  no  money 
in  their  pockets;  but  many  women  are  able  to  gel  money  for 
the  Rukwadzano  by  group  spirit  and  great  sacrifice  for  the 
sake  of  other  members  of  the  Rukwadzano. 

Maramba  And  Pfungwe  Districts:  There  is  a  great  need 
for  the  spreading  of  the  gospel  in  this  area.  Women  are 
doing  their  best  with  the  big  help  given  by  Sister  Jones.  We 
are  very  thankful  for  the  help  she  has  given  us  in  providing 
girls  who  are  trained  in  knitting  and  sewing  who  are  helping 
us  in  teaching  Bible  lessons  to  little  children  and  those  who 
were  unable  to  find  places  in  schools  this  year. 
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We  do  our  best  to  give  to  those  in  need  as  £1-15  0  was 
pi\pii  to  help  those  wlio  were  sick  in  the  Mission  Clinics.  Also 
£11-0-0  was  given  to  assist  the  patients  in  Nyadiri  Hospital; 
£7-0-0  was  given  to  help  in  the  building  of  the  Church  ot" 
Nyadiri;  still  we  look  forward  to  helping  the  orphans  at 
Nyadiri. 

Salisbury:  We  have  a  very  big  part  in  the  Church  in 
Salisbury,  in  that  we  are  doing  our  very  best  there  to  help  in 
the  building  of  the  Church  which  is  now  well  under  way.  We 
have  contributed  £50  to  the  Church,  and  £19  to  those  in  need 
and  the  sick.  VX^e  are  praying  constantly  to  God  that  He  helps 
us  in  our  endeavour  to  fight  against  strong  drink;  we  hope 
that  He  will  be  with  our  children  and  will  direct  them  in 
their  lives. 

Mrewa  South:  The  women  of  this  Circuit  bought  a  Holy- 
Communion  cuj)  worth  £3.  The  women  of  one  of  the  Mission- 
stations  raised  funds  amounting  to  £108-18-0  to  build  the 
Headteacher's  house  of  4  rooms  and  a  kitchen  besides  tin; 
moulding  of  bricks.  We  had  a  very  good  time  during  the 
Easter  revivals  in  this  Circuit,  at  which  one  woman  surrendered 
all  her  charms  to  be  burnt  up.  We  are  really  thankful  to 
Mrs.  Sells  for  the  work  she  is  rendering  at  Mrewa  Mission, 
teaching  women  about  our  church.  £15-0-0  was  given  from 
funds  of  our  Rukwadzano  to  help  those  in  need. 

Uzumba  Circuit  also  raised  funds  amounting  to  £4-6-6  in 
helping  those  in  need  and  Mrewa  West  gave  £1  from  each 
station.  We  are  grateful  indeed  that  God  gives  us  power  to 
do  our  \vork  well. 

RuivWADZANO  Annual  Conference  At  Mtoko:  We  had  a 
very  fruitful  meeting  which  was  well  attended  by  delegates 
and  visitors.  We  had  very  inspiring  lessons  given  to  us  by 
the  Native  (Commissioner  of  Mtoko  antl  we  thaidicd  him 
heartily  since  it  shows  that  the  Government  of  our  Country 
is  willing  to  work  with  us  to  prosper  the  task  committed  to 
our  charge.  During  the  course  of  our  meeting  we  had  a  visit 
from  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Phillips.  We  are  thankful  to  God  for 
inspiring  our  v.ork  as  at  that  meeting.  We  raised  £6-0-0  to 
help  the  orphans  at  Nyadiri. 

The  Treasury:  All  of  us  are  aware  of  the  Nurse  at  Chikwizo 
who  is  there  with  the  help  of  Sister  Jones,  but  our  part  of  the 
Uukwadzano  paid  her  salary  of  £82-0-0  up  to  this  time  of 
the  Conference.  Money  which  was  spent  on  the  moulding  of 
bricks  which  are  going  to  be  used  this  year  amounted  to 
£54-19-0.     Our  treasurer  is  heartily  grateful  to  Sister   Jones 
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for  the  love,  willingness  and  joy  with  which  she  does  her 
work.  She  is  willing  to  sacrifice  in  order  that  her  work  is 
effective.  We  pray  God  to  strengthen  her  both  in  soul  and 
body  to  enable  iier  to  accomplish  that  which  He  \vants  her  to  do. 
This  is  our  Report,  Bishop,  as  God  has  helped  us  this  far. 
We  hope  as  He  is  with  us  always  He  will  increasingly  help 
and  guide  us  in  the  never — ending  duty  of  winning  souls  to 
Christ  and  spreading  the  Gospel.  Thank  you — God  be  our 
helper. 

RUKWADZANO  RVVEWADZIMAI  REPORT 
SOUTHERN    SECTION 

Presideint  And  Conference,  First  we  thank  God,  for  giving 
us  a  place  to  work  for  His  great  field  through  His  son  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Tlie  following  report  has  been  received  from  these  branches:- 
MuTAMBARA  DISTRICT:  (a)  Centre  Mrs.  H.T.  Maranke  (Uiair- 
woman.  One  tin  of  ufu  was  given  to  a  woman  who  lost  her 
husband.  Gave  some  money  to  help  buy  dresses  for  the 
twins  born  at  the  dispensary.  Gave  a  tin  of  mealies  to  each 
of  the  three  widows  in  their  community.  Bought  a  basin 
and  sugar  for  an  old  daughter  of  the  old  Chief  Mutambara. 
The  women  helped  to  cut  wheat  in  the  Mission  field  when 
most  of  the  boys  were  sick  and  the  wheat  was  ready  to  be  cut. 
They  cut  grass  around  the  Church  yard  to  prepare  for  Easter. 

Members  are  79,  20  of  whom  lead  various  class  meetings; 
7  lead  or  teach  Sunday  School.  £6  was  given  to  the  orphanage. 
MuTAMRARA  West:  President  Mrs.  S.  Kasambira.  Bricks 
were  made  for  the  Church  buildings  and  school  buildings  at 
these  places:  Chakohwa,  Matsororo,  Shiiija  and  Chaemiti.  A 
stone  house  for  the  teachers  was  built  at  Shinja.  £  1  was  given 
towards  the  Church  at  Chakohwa.  About  t'LS  was  spent  for 
sick  people  in  the  Circuit,  and  £4  towards  the  orphanage  liou->e. 

On  Sunday  they  go  in  small  groups  to  nearby  villages  to 
preach  before  the  Service.  Members  are  about  120;  10  are 
class  leaders;  6  are  Sunday  School  teachers. 
Mutambara  East  Circuit:  President  Mrs.  D.  Chikosi.  The 
Mutambara  East  Circuit  has  102  members  of  the  Bukuadzano. 
The  Circuit  raised  £()  for  the  orphanage  at  Old  llmtali  Mission. 
The  Circuit  is  helping  buikl  schools  in  their  stations.  The 
Circuit  is  growing  spirilualU.  We  had  a  revixal  meeting  at  one 
station  and  I  women  repented.  We  had  another  one  at  the 
other  station  and  3  women  and  20  schools  girls  and  2  school 
boys  repented.  llie  Bukwadzano  gaxc  L' 1  foi"  making  a 
pulpit  in  one  of  our  Churches.    They  bought  material  for  one 
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of  our  Rukwadzano  woman's  child  who  died.  The  material 
cost  10/-.  Our  Rukwadzano  Rwewadzimai  hus  a  duty  of 
going  to  the  dispensary  every  week.  3  women  go  at  a  time 
with  fire  wood.  Our  women's  club  is  going  on  well.  We  were 
happy  to  get  3  women  from  our  women's  club  to  join  the 
Church.  We  have  10  women  leading  class  meetings  in  our 
Circuit,  4  helping  in  Sunday  School,  and  4  Advisors  in  M.Y.F. 
NvAiNVADZi:  President  Mrs.  J.  Rugayo.  They  helped  Chief 
Nenhowe  to  weed  his  garden  as  he  and  his  wife  are  blind. 
They  carried  grass  for  Chief  Dirikwe's  house  as  he  and  his 
wife  are  dumb  people. 

They   bought   two   Bibles  for  the    prisoners  of  Nyanyadzi 
Camp.     About  £2  was  given  towards  Church  Collection. 

Members  are  about  64.     8   of   these  teach  Sunday    School 
and  5  lead  class  meetings. 

ZiMUNYA  South:  President  Mrs.  J.  Maramba.  The  Circuit 
bought  cement  for  the  floor  of  the  Minister's  house  and  paid 
the  worker  who  did  the  work. 

ZiMUNYA  North:  President  Mrs.  E.  Munjoma.  They  gave 
£12-2-6  for  the  school  building.  22/-  was  spent  to  help  those 
who  were  in  trouble  in  their  community.  £8-13-4d  was  given 
to  buy  cement  for  the  Church  floor  at  Dangare,  and  £6  for 
the  orphanage  house. 

Members  are  2492;  two  of  these  are  Stewards,  6  class  leaders 
and  12  Sunday  School  teachers. 

MUTASA  AND  MaKONI  DISTRICT; 
Nyakatsapa:  President  Mrs.  L.  Chieza.  £10  was  given  towards 
Inyanga  Church  building.  They  made  bricks  for  more  school 
buildings  and  cut  grass  to  thatch  some  houses.  They  gave  a  gift 
of  a  hen  and  dish  full  of  potatoes  to  M'fundisi  I.  Scovil. 
Gandanzara:  President  Mrs.  P.  Machiri.  £14  was  given 
towards  the  school  buildings;  about  1^3  was  spent  to  help  the 
needs  of  neighbours  who  needed  special  help.  £2  was  given 
towards  the  help  of  quarterly  collection. 

Chiduku  North:  President  Mrs.  A.  Muzorewa.  They  helped 
to  repair  the  Minister's  house  and  gave  £6  towards  the  build- 
ing of  schools.  They  opened  a  women's  club,  and  gave  £6 
to  the  orphans  towards  their  building. 

Members  are  about  120.      10   are   Church  Stewards,  about 
41  Sunday  School  teachers. 

MARANGE    DISTRICT 
Mutsago  South  CrRCUiT:     President  Mrs.  E,  Matongo.    There 
are  78  members.     39   are  used  as  Class  leaders,  S.  S.  teachers 
and  1  as  Church  Steward.     At   Masasi   Station  they   gave  £40 
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to  tlie  Minister  and  Stewards  for  preparation  of  bnilding  a 
new  Cliurcli. 

Makomwi:  Central  Circuit:  President  M.  M'parutsa.  Every 
Friday  we  appoint  two  of  onr  women  to  go  to  the  Clinic  to 
hold  prayers  and  visit  the  patients.  On  the  World  Day  of 
Prayer,  two  stations  met  at  the  Clinic  for  tiiat  service,  so  as 
to  share  the  service  with  more  people. 

Vi  e  have  opened  a  women's  Club  at  Mt.  Makomwe  which 
started  with  45  members,  and  we  kept  on  adding.  The  club 
is  a  very  good  door  for  reaching  more  women  and  it  is  Irue 
that  from  there  they  step  into  the  Church  one  by  one. 

Other  Stations  are  also  starting  this  Women's  Club.  There 
the  women  enjoy  sewing  and  cookery  subjects  plus  recreation. 
At  Nzvenga  the  women  helped  to  make  the  floor  of  teacher's 
house. 

At  Nharira  they  helped  to  pay  the  builder  the  amount  of 
£5.  At  Matanda  they  gave  £20  towards  the  School  building. 
About  £6  was  spent  among  needy  families  where  death  and 
sickness  came.  Different  dishes  were  given  to  a  woman  who 
had  her  house  burned.  At  Mt.  Makomwe  water  was  carried 
on  our  heads  for  the  building  of  Domestic  house.  £6  for  the 
orphans  was  given. 

In  all  these  Rukwadzano  branches  members  are  doing  this 
sort  of  work;  visitisjg  the  sick  in  their  community,  praying 
with  them,  sometimes  bringing  them  fire  wood,  visiting  the 
back  sliders  and  trying  to  bring  them  back.  Sometimes  on 
Sundays  some  plan  to  go  Iwo  by  two  to  the  back  sliders  before 
church.  Sometimes  they  plan  a  day  to  visit  their  Chiefs  and 
give  help  to  them  usually  in  their  fields.  They  try  to  help 
the  widows  in  fields  or  give  them  some  money  if  they  have 
it.  They  help  the  old  aged  people  in  different  ways. 
Maranke  North  Circuit:  President  Mrs.  S.  Munjoma.  £1- 
12-6  was  given  towards  the  building  of  the  school.  £5-10  was 
spent  among  needy  families,  and  2  tins  of  mealies  given  to  a 
hungry  family.  Mushunje  spent  £5  for  the  church  floor.  One 
woman  who  had  repented  ord«'red  her  pots  with  beer  to  be 
broken  and  she  was  given  2/6. 

Old  Umtali:  President  Mrs.  J.  Chidzikwe.  Members  helped 
in  the  field  of  a  blind  woman  and  also  Mrs.  Saurandja. 
Members  are  70,  14  are  Class  leaders;  8  are  S.  S.  teachers 
and  2  lead  the  guides.  £1  -  14  -  8  was  spent  for  funerals  and 
sickness  in  neighbouring  homes. 

We  of  Rukwadzano  Rwewadzimai  feel  that  it  is  not  good 
enough  to  receive  a  woman  a^  a  full  member  of  Rukwadzano 
Rwewadzimai  who  is  not  married  in  the  church    because  this 
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keeps  some  ol  the  hushaiicrs  steps  baek  in  the  eliureh,  and 
also  we  feel  that  Noiuig  women  should  marry  in  the  church  so 
as  to  lead  the  lamilies  well.  We  are  not  lighting  against  tlie 
church,  but  we  are  trying  to  strengthen  it  by  this  method. 

We  are  still  planning  carefully  for  Chikwizo  as  it  is  our  aim 
and  prayer  to  have  boarding  for  the  girls  and  we  ask  our 
Superintendent  of  Chikwizo  to  help  us  carry  on  the  plan  of 
building  as  it  is  our  aim  for  this  work  to  go  forward.  With 
this  aim  we  sent  irons,  plates,  pots  and  a  sewing  machine  to 
Chikwizo  for  the  girls'  use  during  the  time  of  Rev.  Makuto  as 
a  minister  there. 

Annual  Convention  at  Gwese  In  August  1957.  At  our 
Annual  Convention  we  saw  so  many  members  of  Rukwadzano 
Rwewadzimai  and  some  from  different  churches.  We  had 
some  lessons  on  how  to  take  care  of  our  families  and  how  to 
feed  them  by  Mrs.  Massing.  Sister  Whitney  brought  the 
orphans  to  Rukwadzano  Rwewadzimai  to  show  the  work  that 
the  American  Women  are  doing  for  our  orphans.  £14-0-0 
^vas  collected  for  the  orphans. 

The  people  who  took  the  Lord's  Supper  were  908  and  the 
people  who  were  present  were  over  6,000.  Many  souls  were 
born  again  during  these  meetings. 

We  thank  our  Conference  for  Dr.  Nutting  who  gives  lessons 
on  better  foods  for  our  families.  Also  Miss  Scovil  who  printed 
the  pamplets  for  our  daily  use.  We  thank  Mr.  Massing  for 
the  hard  work  he  undertook  to  arrange  the  buses  for  the 
Rukwadzano  Rwewadzimai  z4nnual  meeting.  We  also  thank 
Sister  Ruth  Manson  for  her  Gospel  of  healing  and  also  Miss 
Clara  Kadzura  for  her  Children's  Bible  Schools.

E.  SUPERINTENDENTS  COMPOSITE  REPORT  1958 
We  are  grateful  to  our  Lord  God  the  Father  who  has  been 
so  good  to  us  and  has  enabled  us  to  reach  the  20tli  session 
of  the  Rhodesia  Annual  Conference.  The  composite  report  of 
the  district  superintendents  seeks  to  show  the  picture  of  the 
Methodist  Church  to  the  Annual  Conference  in  Southern 
Rhodesia. 

Mrewa  District:  I  am  praising  God  for  the  power  of  the 
Gospel  of  His  Son  Jesus  (Christ  which  always  changes  the  hearts 
of  people  and  makes  them  to  understand  the  will  of  God  and 
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His  Love.  I  am  sure  that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  working  with 
us  because  there  is  a  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  growing 
among  our  church  people  and  the  peoph*  in  our  communities. 
We  have  received  many  blessings  from  God  during  our  camp 
meetings,  Rukwadzano,  Wahvuwi,  M.  Y.  F.  meetings,  and  the 
Quarterly  Conferences.  Much  help  was  found  in  these  meetings 
and  many  souls  were  won  for  Christ.  The  people  of  this  district 
were  disappointed  that  a  new  upper  primary  school  was  not 
established  here  in  1958  but  with  a  strong  spirit  of  cooperation 
being  shown  we  hope  one  will  be  started  in  1959. 

Our  church  peop'e  in  the  district  look  towards  Mrewa 
Centre  as  their  mother  church  and  mother  school,  therefore 
we  pray  that  the  spirit  of  cooperation  may  continue  growing 
among  our  minist:?rs,  missionaries  teachers,  and  the  laymen  of 
the  church  throughout  the  district.  Mrewa  Mission  has  made 
considerable  progress  since  last  Conference  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  very  little  finance.  Four  new  class  rooms 
and  staff  room  have  been  erected  and  the  Central  Primary 
school  has  gone  into  a  single  session.  This  department  together 
with  the  community  school  and  Kraal  school  has  a  total  en- 
rolment this  year  of  985  pupils  of  which  320  are  boarding 
pupils.  The  community  school  which  is  now  in  its  second  year 
continues  to  grow  and  i)romises  to  develop  into  one  of  the 
most  practical  courses  offered  by  any  school.  The  Adult  section 
of  the  school  consists  of  two  classes  for  women  conducted  by 
Mrs.  Sells  offering  homemaking,  sewing,  and  cookery.  The  staff 
of  the  three  departments  of  the  school  w  Inch  consists  of  thirty 
two  members  are  all  fully  qualified  which  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  Mrewa  that  this  has  been  so.  The  grounds  of  tlie 
school  continue  to  be  improved.  The  programme  of  the  school 
has  been  centered  around  evangelism,  that  of  bringing  the 
pupils  to  Christ.  Considerable  success  has  been  achieved  along 
these  lines  where  there  are  unlimited  opportunities.  The 
influence  of  Mrewa  Mission  on  the  Community  is  having  a 
most  wholesome  effect  on  the  townslii[).  The  Reformatory 
looks  to  the  Mission  for  competitive  sports  and  spiritual  leader- 
ship. Also,  the  school  provides  cultural  activities  for  the 
Community.  The  facilities  for  the  library  are  being  improved 
but  it  is  difficult  to  do  much  more  until  there  is  a  new  build- 
ing for  housing  the  library.  The  Mission  is  deeply  indebted 
to  Chief  Mangwendi  and  his  men  for  the  large  supply  of  bricks 
made  by  volunteer  labour  which  was  used  in  constructing  two 
of  the  school  rooms. 

The  ministers'  wives  are  doinza  wonderful  work  in  Ie:uling 
other  women  into  a  better  standard  of  Christia.n  life   through 
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the  lirlp  of  lUikwailzaiio  IMrelings,  Woinni's  Bible  Schools  and 
Woinen's  CUibs.  Althoir^h  we  have  only  one  missionary  wife  in 
this  district,  there  is  a  wonderful  st)irii  of  eoojieralion.  Even 
with  the  women  of  <)ther  ciiuniu's  liiere  is  a  close  friendship 
as  they  have  sometimes  askeil  IVlai  (^hitombo  to  teach  them 
on  the  subject  of  health  at  l\1aiif;wriidi  Women's  ('lul».  We 
pray  that  such  spirit  of  cooprralitju  inay  continue  to  grow 
among  our  African  women  and  men. 

Nyadiri  District:  I  am  grateful  for  the  many  blessings  which 
came  upon  our  camp  meetings  Rukvvadzatio,  Wabvuwi  Meet- 
ings, quarterly  conferences,  and  M.  Y.  F.  IMeetings  and  for  the 
wonderful  cooperation  of  our  leaders  in  these  groups.  Many 
were  won  for  Christ  throuj;h  tliese  meetings  and  the  meetings 
of  the  Evangelism  team  of  which  Baba  Murphree  is  the  head. 

Five  churches  are  under  construction — four  in  the  district 
and  one  at  the  center.  The  Women's  Work  is  doing  very  well 
with  the  able  help  of  ministers'  wives  and  the  missionary  wives. 
Sister  Jones,  Dr.  jNuttiiig.  and  Vi Omen's  Bible  Schools  have 
continued  to  make  a  great  contribution  to  our  African  Women's 
Work.  Sister  Jones  is  sponsoring  our  four  clinics  in  Nyadiri 
District  and  one  at  Chikwizo.  She  is  doing  a  marvelous  work 
of  meeting  the  physical  needs  in  these  places  as  well  as  the 
spiritual  needs  through  her  visual  aid  programme  and  other 
activities. 

This  conference  year  the  number  of  trained  teachers  are 
more  than  doubled.  The  number  of  the  children  in  school 
has  jumped  from  3700  to  SI 00  witli  anotlnr  1000  children 
out  of  school  because  no  facilities  could  be  provided  for  them. 
A  great  population  increase  in  the  area  has  led  to  a  tremen- 
dous demand  for  education   during   the  last  two   years. 

New  areas  are  being  opened  up  for  sfltlement  and  develop- 
ment by  the  Government,  and  the  Church  has  tried  to  keep  up 
with  these  advances.  A  school  with  well  built  buildings  and 
trained  teachers  is  now  functioning  in  the  Mkota  Reserve,  and 
the  position  of  all  of  our  schools  in  the  Pfungwe  Reserve  has 
now  been  regularized,  and  they  are  now  on  an  aided  basis. 
Great  need  in  the  field  of  education  still  exists  in  the  Pfungwe, 
and  the  attention  of  the  h'ield  (Committee  has  been  drawn  to 
the  need  for  the  development  of  our  \vork  in  this  area. 

The  District  was  fortunate  in  (d)taining  two  of  the  new 
(i^overment  Upper  Primary  Schools  for  th' Reserves  during  the 
first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  plan,  one  at  Manyika  and  one 
at  Chitimbe,  These  two  schools  are  both  operating  this  year 
and  relieving  the  pressure  on  the  ('cntral  Primary  School  at 
Nyadiri. 
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Great  einpliasis  slioiilil  1k'  la.d  on  llie  iiin'  sjjmt  ol  '.•.H)per 
ation  and  willingness  to  work  that  was  shown  l»y  the  peoph^ 
of  the  District.  Hat!  it  not  hceti  lor  this  spirit,  the  two  nppcr 
primary  schools  mentioneil  wt)iild  not  Jiavf  i)een  possible.  Forty 
eight  new  classrooms  vsere  hnilt  (hiring  liic  jear  1957,  at  an 
expenditure  ot  over  i'TOOO.  And,  at  a  lime  when  a  critical  spirit 
with  regards  to  school  tecs  has  been  manislested  elspwliere,  not 
only  has  there  been  no  trouble  over  ibis  question  in  the  District. 
but  the  people  have  voted  to  raise  their  Sc'hool  lees  above  the 
Conference  minimum  in  order  to  improve  their  schools. 

At  Nyadiri  Centre  the  le.uling  event  of  the  y.^ir  was  th  ^ 
opening  and  occup.incy  of  t!ie  n  '.v  buildings  f o  •  Wa-ihburn 
Memorial  Hospital.  The  Gurney  Memorial  Wiug  wa.  oj)ened 
April  28th  by  His  Excellency  Sir  Peverill  William  Powlett. 
Governor  of  Southern  Rhoilesia.  These  two  buildings  make 
it  possible  to  accept  a  greatly  increased  patient  load  and  to 
give  adequate  and  proper  medical  treatment  to  the  Mtoko- 
Mrewa  area. 

The  completion  of  the  first  two  units  of  the  new  teacher 
training  building  and  the  impending  completion  of  the  first 
four  room  section  of  the  planned  building  for  the  new  practis- 
ing school  have  greatly  improved  the  work  of  Nyadiri  Training 
School. 

The  O'Farrell  Memorial  Church  Building  has  been  com- 
pleted to  roof  height  and  awaits  funds  for  completion  of  the 
exterior  structure.  This  work  of  hope  and  faith  grows  in  our 
midst  and  is  a  standing  symbol  of  our  cooperation  in  our  great 
Church.  The  presence  of  the  building,  though  uncompleted, 
strengthens  the  religious  life  of  the  Mission. 

We  have  an  active  Sunday  School  at  the  Centre  and  many 
Sunday  Schools  in  the  neighboring  communities  sponsored  by 
the  Teacher  Training  Department,  We  have  had  two  effective 
revival  meetings  at  the  Centre  this  year  and  our  Hospital 
services  have  continued  very  regular  and  helpful.  The  good 
cooperation  between  the  African  and  missionary  staff  in  all 
our  w^ork  has  contributed  greatly  to  our  progress. 
Salisbury  Methodist  Church:  Our  Church  work  here  in 
Harare  Township  for  the  Methodist  Church  is  progressing 
steadily.  We  are  divided  into  five  sections  and  in  all  the  five 
sections  people  have  supported  the  Church  by  attending  the 
services  regularly  and  promptly. 

Our  Minister  has  been  going  up  and  down  visiting  all  these 
five  different  sections  and  conducting  the  Holy  Communion 
Services  at  their  own  places  since  it  is  rather  difficult  for  all 
the  people   to   come   to  one    main  centre  i.e.  Harare,   during 
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eacli  Quarter.  Bui  iiispilc  ol  this  llie  work  luis  j)een  carried 
out  whole  lieartedU  and  ellectively. 

I'lie  new  (lliureli  iias  just  started  to  l)e  buill  and  there  has 
l)een  woikUmIuI  cooperation  in  starting  tliis.  Men  and  women 
jointly  have  helped  in  clearing  the  place  for  the  building  and 
the  loundation  is  already  rising.  All  the  church  enthusiasts 
are  so  excited  and  are  looking  forward  to  seeing  its  coinfklelion 
soon.  The  contractors  are  the  members  ol"  the  Methodist 
Church  itself. 

MtoivO  District:  The  event  of  greatest  importance  in  the 
Mtoko  district  since  last  Annual  Conference  was  the  opening  of 
the  Central  Primary  School  at  Nyama/uwe.  After  many  years 
of  wishful  thinking  we  now  have  boarding  facilities  for  both 
the  girls  and  boys  of  which  we  can  be  proud.  This  has  been 
made  possible  by  the  generous  gifts  of  friends  in  America,  the 
decision  of  the  Women's  Division  to  support  the  work  at  Mtoko 
and  through  gifts  and  support  from  the  people  of  the  Mtoko 
District. 

The  Mtoko  District  has  joined  in  the  march  for  better 
churches.  A  fine  new  church  has  been  errectedat  Kowo  and 
others  are  under  construction.  Several  new  scho(d  buildings 
have  been  put  up  and  a  new  Minister's  house  has  been  built  in 
the  East  Circuit.  Many  of  you  know  that  our  church  at  Mtoko 
ministers  to  the  people  of  the  leper  camp.  Our  church  is  well 
established  there  and  we  are  thankful  for  the  opportunity  of 
working  with  these  people. 

Our  district  is  in  a  a  transition  period  as  far  as  church 
finance  is  concerned.  Because  we  have  been  supporting  the 
church  through  the  schools,  we  have  had  ade([uate  support  for 
all  phases  of  our  program.  Now  that  all  money  is  to  come 
through  the  meetings  we  are  not  certain  what  ^vill  happen. 
The  state  of  the  schools  in  this  district  is  a  very  serious  one  and 
deserves  the  attention  of  this  Annual  Conference.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  LS  aided  and  10  unaided  schools  oper 
ating.  This  number  of  schools  pretty  well  covers  the  Mtoko 
reserve  but  we  must  do  something  in  order  to  assure  tin*  con- 
tinuance of  these  unaided  schools.  'Plie  people  are  fin.ding  it 
a  very  heavy  burden  to  pay  there  own  teachers.  Unless 
they  can  get  some  help  soon  Fm  afraid  some  of  them  will  have 
to  shut  down  and  this  will  be  great  loss  to  our  church. 

The  people  of  the  Mtoko  District  are  responsive  to  the  Gospel 
and  are  anxious  for  their  churches  to  grow  spiritually.  Our 
greatest  need  is  for  strong  leaders  and  we  are  having  leaders" 
conferences  to  train  our  people  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 
Through  prayer  and  faith  we  are   trusting  Cod  to  give  us  a 
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spiritual  awakening  in  this  area. 

MuTASA  Makoni  District:  This  district  has  phiyed  its  part 
in  winning  many  to  Ciirist.  The  Easter  revivals  have  been  a 
wonderful  blessing  to  the  people. 

Old  Umtali  as  a  conference  centre  and  other  centres  where 
many  students  are  attending  school  should  be  also  the  centres 
lor  bringing  many  to  Christ.  Old  Umtali  has  done  its  part  in 
many  ways  in  order  to  win  all  living  there  and  all  around  them 
by  preaching,  talking,  and  working  among  those  who  do  not 
know  their  Saviour.  The  work  at  Old  Umtali  progresses  in 
several  different  aspects.  In  the  Medical  Dept.  the  new  house 
for  the  nurses  and  the  Baby  Fold  building  have  been  completed. 
The  teacher  training  has  begun  to  train  P.  T.  H.  teachers  and 
Mr.  Matthew  Wakatama  has  become  a  Head  Teacher.  A 
dormitory  has  been  started  for  single  teachers  and  the  Secon- 
dary Dept.  is  preparingfor  form  IV  for  next  year.  The  Theo- 
logical Dept.  is  getting  ready  to  begin  next  year  as  a  joint 
project  with  the  Synod  for  the  training  of  evangelists,  religious 
education  workers,  deaconesses,  and  social  workers. 

Preparations  are  being  made  for  central  water  purification 
and  the  farm  is  moving  all  of  its  activities  across  the  highway. 
The  Mission  Farm  has  started  a  nursery  of  live  stock,  and  fruit 
trees  which  will  provide  a  service  as  well  as  a  means  of  promot- 
ing the  Christian  stewardship  of  rural  resources  on  the  part 
of  African  farmers.  These  farmers  are  now  being  reached  on 
our  tenent  farms  as  well  through  nearby  rural  churches. 

Since  Inyanga  was  started  in  1950  the  Mutasa  District  ha- 
been  helping  much.  There  is  a  new  area  further  on  called 
Katerere  where  the  people  have  not  heard  much  about  the 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  and  we  have  five  preaching  points 
in  the  Nyamaropa  area.  Honde  Circuit  has  been  working  hard 
in  order  to  win  many  to  Christ.  We  shall  be  grateful  when 
Honde  Circuit  will  have  Std.  4-6  because  there  are  many 
children  left  without  school. 

The  Rukwadzano  rwe  Wadzimai  has  played  a  wonderful 
part  in  the  church  of  God  and  when  we  look  back  to  when 
this  Society  began  we  see  that  it  has  even  brought  chiefs 
to  Christ. 

We  are  thankful  to  have  Mr.  E.  Chieza,  the  conference  lay 
leader,  coming  to  our  Quarterly  Meetings  and  teaching  the 
leaders  of  the  church  how  to  handle  their  work  and  their  places 
in  the  church.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  being  held  these  last 
months  have  been  a  blessing  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  for 
vyhich  I  would  like  to  thank  our  ministers. 
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Also  we  are  tliaiikiul  lo  have  the  Language  School  at  Nya- 
IvUtsapa  liot  only  for  h^uning  tlie  hinguage  hut  also  for  their 
help  in  the  district.  Many  have  been  brought  to  Cod  by  those 
who  came  to  learn  and  then  went  out  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  ministers  in  the  Mtasa  -  Makoni 
district  for  the  work  they  have  done.  Though  it  has  rained 
much  and  the  rivers  were  full,  still  our  ministers  were  hard 
workers.  One  of  our  ministers  was  saved  from  drowning  twice 
by  someone  \\ho  was  passing  by  when  he  was  trying  to  cross 
a  river  in  flood.  God's  ways  are  wonderful.  May  God  our 
Heavenly  Father  bless  us  all  in  His  harvest  field. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  Gandanzara  School  is  now  offer- 
ing education  through  Std.  6.  Mr.  Isaac  Musamba  now  in  his 
second  year  as  assistant  superintendent  of  schools  is  doing  a  large 
share  of  the  inspection  of  schools  and  office  administration. 
M.VRANKE  District:  In  our  district  we  are  glad  that  we  have 
had  Std.  6  opened  al  Mt.  Makomwe  and  Std.  4  at  Chipfatsura. 
This  gives  much  help  to  have  our  children  in  school  right  in 
the  district.  But  we  are  sorry  in  our  church  work  because 
the  whole  district  is  behind  in  the  the  payment  of  ministers' 
salaries  to  the  amount  of  £192.  This  situation  seems  to  rise 
from  having  these  movements  which  are  tearing  down  many 
of  our  Christian  people  and  the  spirit  of  giving  is  slacking  as 
these  movements  preach  against  giving.  Anyway,  we  still  look 
and  expect  this  whole  thing  to  be  changed  as  we  have  the 
most  high  God  who  says  that  the  word  of  God  is  quick  and 
powerful,  and  sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword. 
Matambara  District:  This  year  commemorates  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  Mutambara  Mission.  Memorable  and  notable 
changes  have  taken  place  since  those  early  days,  aiid  it  issign-i- 
ficant  that  just  this  year  the  first  Teacher  Training  Department 
opened.  A  beautiful  new  school  block  was  completed  for  the 
Teacher  Training  and  dedicated  by  the  Assistant  Director  of 
African  Education,  Mr.  Davis.  Thirty-four  students  are  en- 
rolled and  in  conjunction  with  their  training  a  Practice  School 
has  been  established  on  the  Mission. 

In  order  to  bring  this  higher  training  into  fruition,  an  e>c- 
tensive  building  program  was  carried  out  this  past  year  con- 
sisting of  new  T.T.  dormitories  for  boys  and  girls,  a  new  boys" 
dining  hall,  and  three  attractive  staff  houses.  Mutambara 
is  now  playing  a  major  roll  in  supplying  the  future  teachers 
of  tomorrow.  The  Central  Primary  School  has  also  expanded 
and  is  going  forward  under  the  able  leadership  of  the  new 
Headmaster,  Mr.  J.  Machiri. 
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At  Mutambara  the  medical  \Aork  is  also  growing  and  a  new 
doiniitory  for  the  nursee  is  underway.  Five  graduate  nurses 
and  the  Sister  carry  on  an  extensive  healing  ministry.  This 
ministry  also  reaches  out  into  the  Reserves  where  seven  out- 
stations  clinics  liave  been  established  and  where  thousands  are 
treated. 

During  the  year  an  inspiring  District  Conference  was  held 
at  the  Centre  at  which  Bisho[)  Dodge  presided.  The  Confer- 
ence was  well  attended  and  important  church  affairs  were 
discussed.  At  this  Conference  Mutambara  Centre  joined  the 
common  j)ooi.  A  Class  Leader  Instruction  Course  was  initiated 
in  order  to  give  direction  and  aid  to  teachers.  This  first 
attempt  proved  helpful  and  informative  and  more  such  courses 
are  requested. 

Mens"  Bible  Schools  have  been  held  this  year  at  Mutambara 
West,  Mutambara  East,  and  Zimunya.  The  Word  of  God  has 
become  more  vital  and  alive  through  these  meetings  and  those 
who  attended  were  refreshed  and  strengthened  in  their  faith. 
The  educational  work  on  the  District  has  gone  forward  along 
with  the  church  work.  At  Nyanyadzi  the  new  Industrial 
Block  is  Hearing  completion  and  this  one  station  alone  is  now 
ministering  to  the  needs  of  over  800  students.  A  standard  5 
class  was  started  this  year  at  Muradzikwa.  Mutambara  District 
now  has  o\er  50%  trained  teachers  and  this  will  have  good 
results  in  the    years  to  come. 

Special  services  held  by  Rev.  Marshall  Murphree  during 
the  Easter  week  were  a  great  blessing  to  all  at  Mutambara. 
A  number  of  students  made  decisions  to  follow  Christ. 

In  retrospect,  we  can  truly  say,  ''The  Lord  hath  done  great 
things  for  us  where  of  we  are  glad." 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE  STATUS  UF 
TRAINED   EVANGELISTS   iy5» 

On  August  7,  1957,  the  committee  to  study  the  status  of 
trained  Evangelists  met  at  Hilltop  Methodist  Centre.  It  was 
composed  of  P.  Massing,  J.  Chimbadzwa,  and  R.  Coodloe, 
with  L.  Chieza,  K.  Eriksson,  M.  Mparutsa,  and  ().  Stine 
present  in  an  advisory  capacity.  J.  Chimbadzwa  was  selected 
as  Chairnuui  and  opened  discussion. 

The  position  of  Evangelists  has  long  been  a  not  fully  defined 
one,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  status,  functions,  and  need  of 
such  workers  within  the  Conference  should  be  clarified, 
especially  before  the  oiiening  of  the  Joint  Theological  Project 
in  1959. 

Alter  much  discussion  and  careful  consideration  of  the 
problems    involved,   the    committee   came    to    the   following 
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roiiclusioiLs,  uliJcli  arc  h<M«'\villi  hiihiiiitted  for  your  iiiform- 
alion  and  coiisidcralioii,  and  lor  tnaiiliial  ^^idunission  to 
llie    1938    Annual    CioidertMUc: 

1.  riierc  is  a  dclinih'  need  ior  men  lo  do  specifically 
evanjj;e!i>lic  work. 

2.  '••Evangclisf \  which  ha.^  heretofore  heeu  considered 
as  a  rank  or  oliicc  wilhin  the  (.hurcli,  shouhl  instead 
be  thouglit  of  as  a  function  or  particuhir  type  of  work, 
which  can  be  done  by  any  one  hired  on  a  local  basis  by 
the  District  Superintendent  for  a  short  term.  It 
can  also  b(^  one  of  several  types  of  work  to  which 
an  Approved  Supply  Pastor  can  be  appointed  after 
the   two  year  course  at  Old  IJnilali  Biblical  Institute. 

'^.  The  Approved  Supply  Pastor,  trained  at  the  Old  Unitali 
Biblical  Institute,  can  be  ap[)ointed  lo  any  one  of 
several  types  of  work—  e.g.,  Religious  Education 
worker.  Pastor  of  a  circuit,  evangelist,  assistant  [)astor, 
and  other  positions  which  might  arise  from  time  to 
time. 

].  It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  the  completioii  of  this 
two  )ear  course  of  study  simply  meets  the  academic 
(juaiifications  for  Ajiproved  Supply  Pastor,  and  that 
this  in  no  way  guarantees  a  position,  temporary  or 
permanent. 

3.  It  is  to  be  emphasized  again  that  under  this  new 
definition,  the  Evangelist  is  a  function,  not  a  rank, 
and  that  iie  is  either  hired  on  a  temporary,  local 
basis,  or  he  is  an  Approved  Su{)ply  appointed  to 
the  [)articular  job.  As  regards  Approved  Su|)plies, 
it  is  one  of  several  positions  or  duties  to  which  they 
may    be   appointed. 

FOOD    COMMITThE 

1  he  (^onimiltee  to  examine  the  po3Sil)ilities  of  a  common 
dining  hall  at  Conference,  met  on  the  8th  February  1958, 
at    Mrs.  Jansen's  house.   Old   limtaii   Mission,  at    2:15    p.m. 

Present  at  the  meeting  were:-  Mrs.  Janseii,  ((-hairman) 
Mr.  Jas{)er  Machiri  (Secretary  elect<'d},  Mrs.  E.  Roberts, 
Mrs.   liassing,    Mrs.    Chidzikwe,    and    Mr.    E.    Cliieza. 

The  (lommitlee  lirst  deliberated  on  the  systems  pre^ ailing 
in  other  Conferences,  i.e.  The  Central  Conference,  and  the 
l\E.A.  (conference.  Even  the  system  practised  by  the  Synod 
came  into  discusion.  The  Synod  is  held  in  Salisbury  or 
Bulawayo  and  the  delegates  are  cnlertaiiu'd  into  private 
homes.  This  system  could  not  be  carried  out  on  Mission 
stations    but    it    could    work    if    (Conferences    were    held   in 
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town    where    we    have    iiuiiiv    lamiHes. 

The  question  oi  the  co^l  wii-  tlioioiiglily  discussed.  Jt  was 
uiuminiously  ajiieed  that  th<'  Africans  cannot  afford  tlie 
10/-  per  day  which  the  IVli.-sionaries  pay.  But  some  members 
of  the  committee  pointed  out  tliat  the  10/-  per  day  could  be 
reduced  to  a  miuiiiium  of  between  5/-  and  7/6  if  many 
people  helped  and  did  the  work  which  is  always  tlone 
by  the  boys  and  girls  employed  during  conferences.  At 
this  stage  it  wa?  agreed  that  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  local 
Hukwadzano  and  Missionary  wives  together  with  the  lady 
Missionaries  to  help  and  do  the  work  that  is  always  done 
by    the    paid    labour    of    boys    and    girls. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussions  it  was  felt  that  some 
African  members  may  still  not  be  able  to  afford  even  the 
minimum  charge  in  the  common  dining  room,  and  may  like 
to  continue  as  at  present.  In  that  case  it  was  agreed  that  the 
present  system  of  two  dining  rooms  will  be  continued. 
The  boys  dining  room  will  be  used  for  the  larger  group. 
Those  wishing  to  be  in  the  common  dining  room  will  have  to 
notify  the  station  where  conference  is  to  be  held  by  January 
ami    no    changes    can    be    made    after    that. 

Although  the  committee  unanimously  agreed  to  have  a 
common  dining  room  there  were,  however,  difficulties  which 
should  be  overcome  and  problems  to  be  solved  before  it  could 
be    practical. 

(a)  The  handling  of  so  many  people  will  present  some  un- 
foreseen difficulties.  We  think  there  would  be  2.^0- 
300    people. 

(b)  it  is  easy  to  cater  for  many  people  only  for  a  few  days, 
but  when  it  comes  to  nnire  than  a  week  as  is  the  case 
with  our  ('onference,  then  it  becomes  difficult.  Over 
and  above  this,  some  boards  remain  after  Conference 
to  finish  their  business.  Therefore,  in  the  light  of  this 
fact  we  appeal  to  those  responsibile  for  the  time  table 
to  curtail  the  days  for  Conference. 

(c)  Another  big  problem  is  where  to  get  the  dishes  and 
cutlery  for  all  the  people.  Unless  the  Conference  has 
funds  for  them  we  do  not  see  where  we  can  get  them. 

(d)  It  is  agreed  that  a  common  dining  room  cannot  come 
into  effect,  until  Boys'  Boarding  gets  a  proper  kitchen 
in  which  food  can  be  prepared  easily  and  satisfactorily. 

We  understand  that  such  plans  are  before  the  Field  Com- 
mittee including  additional  dining  room  space. 

This  committee  agreed  to  have  common  tea  at  this  confer- 
ence but  the  African  food  committee  suggested  to  postpone  it 
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until  the  next  Conference. 

It  a  common  dininfi  room  is  planned  the  committee  to  run 
this  dining  room  should  be  chosen  as  soon  as  possible. 
COMMITTEE  FOR   MINISTERS'    TRAVEL 

It  is  our  understantling  that  £750  are  now  available  lor 
buying  motor  vehicles  tor  African  District  Superintendents  of 
Churches. 

The  Field  Committee  now  stated  it  did  not  wish  to  request 
overseas  funds  for  operation  of  these  vehicles  and  further, 
requested  that  the  Conference  should  provide  £300  annually 
for  the  operation  and  replacements  of  a  vehicle,  before  the 
funds  from  Bishop  Booth  and  Dr.  Stevick  be  released. 

We  have  interpreted  the  Field  Committee  action  to  be 
essentially  the  same  as  the  stipulation  of  Bishop  Booth  that 
tlie  Conference  would  provide  a  "workable  plan  for  raising 
the  £300  per  vehicle  for  operation  and  replacement. 

Therefore  our  Committee  offers  the  plan  for  consideration 
of  Conference. 

That  in  addition  to  the  Conference  aseesments,  there  be  a 
special  finance  drive  for  6d  for  each  full  member  of  our 
Church  to  be  carried  out  at  an  early  date  set  by  the  Confer- 
ence Calendar  Committee.  This  should  provide  over  £600 
and  thereby  allow  for  the  operation  of  two  vehicles.  The 
returns  from  such  a  finance  drive  should  ht  sent  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

Therefore  we  asked  that  the  Field  Treasurer  be  empowered 
to  release  up  to  £.^00  for  the  purchase  of  a  good  second  hand 
car  as  soon  as  the  Conference  Treasurer  has  informed  him  that 
the  first  £300  for  operation  and  replacement  is  in  hand  from 
the  financial  drive. 

If  and  w  hen  the  second  £300  is  in  hand  from  the  financial 
drive,  we  ask  that  this  information  be  forwarded  to  Field 
('ommittee  so  that  at  its  next  meeting  it  will  reconsider  our 
former  request  for  £300  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  a  second 
vehicle  by  this  Committee. 

We  ask  that  the  first  car  be  released  to  the  first  African 
District  Superintendent  who  produces  a  valid  driver's  licence 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

It  should  be  understood  that  a  workable  plan  for  providing 
running  and  replacement  expenses  be  provided  annually  and 
that  if  such  a  fund  be  comes  depleted,  the  cars  would  be  no 
longer  operated. 

This  Committee  would,  with  the  Conference  Treasurer  set 
up  a  plan  for  the  District  Superintendents  to  report  expenses, 
including  3rd  party  insurance.

Unvililling  Of  The  Portraits  Of  Mrs,  And  Tmf  Late 
Mr.  A.F.  Wendell  At  The  Central  Primar\  BurLDiN(;. 
Old  Umtali,  On  Thurj-day,   May   8,  1953,   At    10   A.M 

Hymn  No.  17"HABA  W  E  W  ESL  TINOrENDA"  u«s  sung, 
and  Rev.  ILL  James  addre-ised  the  audience  as  follows: 

"We  have  come  here  totlay  to  honour  tlie  memory  of  two 
of  God's  people,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  F.  Wendell,  wiio  lived 
for  many  years  in  Ohio.  They  were  not  missiouaries  hut 
tin  V  made  possihle  much  of  tlie  work  done  hy  Mission- 
aries here  in  Rhodesia  ami  especially  at  Old  Umtali,  TJuou^h- 
ont  his  entire  life  from  the  days  hack  in  the  timr  of  Bishop 
Hartzell  uutil  hi  death  about  13  years  ago,  Mr.  Wendell 
gave  generously  and  prayed  for  missionary  work  within  our 
Coid'erence.  But  it  was  in  tlie  early  20's  that  the  need 
of  our  Field  here  was  very  desparate  and  the  ability  of 
tlie  Board  to  help  us  was  nil,  it  was  then  that  Mr.  Wendell 
took  hold  of  the  scheme  we  had  here  and  by  his  own 
gifts  and  his  efforts  in  interesting  other  people  who  gave, 
he  raised  the  sum  of  over  $40,000  for  the  erection  of 
this  school  building.  It  has  been  said  of  one  of  the  world's 
most  famous  architects  that  within  his  most  outstanding 
building  there  are  carved  on  a  stone  these  words:  "IF  YE 
SEEK  HIS  MONUMENT,  LOOK  AROUND  *.  Thrse  words 
are  true  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Wendell  whose  memory  we  perpetuate 
today.  Look  around  this  building,  made  possible  by  their  gifts 
and  the  gifts  of  others  they  interested  in  this  scheme  and 
you  will  know  it  is  fitting  what  we  are  doing  today.  This 
is  a  wonderful  building,  although  it  was  built  30  years 
ago  and  we  can  understand  why  it  was  one  of  the  best 
school  buildings  in  the  Colony.  During  these  30  years 
these  classrooms  have  seen  thousands  of  boys  and  girls  who 
have  been  given  the  opportunity  of  improving  their  lives 
through  the  education  of  the    mind  and  the  heart. 

Some  Missionaries  through  their  contacts  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wendell,  knew  them  better  than  I  did.  About  22 
years  ago  Mrs,  James  and  I  had  the  great  privilege  of  spending 
a  day  or  two  in  their  home.  It  was  a  happy  family  of 
father,  m.other  and  three  children  and  during  the  liourF 
we  were  there,  we  saw  their  great  interest  in  this  work. 
It  was  during  that  furlough  that  we  saw  them,  that  all 
Missionaries  on  furlough  suddenly  received  notice  from  the 
Mission  FJoard  in  New  York  that  if  they  wanted  to  return 
to   the   field  they   would  have  to  raise  all  the  necessary  funds 
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for  llu'ir  return.  When  Mr.  Wendell  heard  this  he  asked 
lor  tile  |)hot()i!;raphs  of  myself  and  my  wile  and  he  helped 
very   eonsi(lerai)ly   in   providing;   funds   for    us   to   return. 

It  was  not  ver)  h)ng  after  we  were  tliere  \\heii  there 
came  to  this  family  an  experience  that  was  very  grave, 
drastir.  tryinji  and  testing.  Mr.  Wendell  was  the  President 
of  a  Bank  and  he  had  very  many  great  business  interests. 
They  had  a  lovely  home.  He  was  popular  in  public  affairs. 
But  there  came  the  period  of  depression  in  that  country 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wendell  lost  everything  they  had.  The 
Bank  was  closed,  their  home  was  sold.  But  they  did  not 
loose  everything  —  they  still  retained  their  faith  in  God 
and  their  interest  in  Missionary  work.  During  Mr.  Wendell's 
la>t  illness,  a  letter  arrived  from  Rhodesia  outlining  new 
[)lans  and    Mrs.   Wendell  wrote    this  in   reply: 

••As  I  read  to  him  your  letter,  the  tears  rolled  down  his 
face  as  he  heard  your  account  of  how  he  was  still  instrumen- 
tal in  the  work  at  Old  Umtali.  I  am  so  glad  that  he  gave 
in  those  days.  He  and  I  have  always  thought  and  have 
told  each  other  that  we  feel  that  the  biggest  work  in  our 
lives  was  what  we  were  permitted  to  do  at  Old  Umtali. 
Later,  when  reverses  came  to  us  we  were  so  glad  that 
we   had    done    what    we    could  while    we    could." 

Tlius  today  we  remember  with  gratitude  those  who  did 
so  much  for  the  people  on  this  Mission  Field. 
BISHOP  DODGE:  It  is  very  fitting  therefore  that  we  uiiveil 
their  pictures  and  hang  them  in  the  Hall  of  this  build- 
ing, and  I  shall  now  ask  the  Principal  and  the  Headmaster 
of  the   school  to  so  for  us.
